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PREFACE. 

Thb  text  of  Lydgate's  Pilgrimage  of  the  Life  of  Matt,  published 
in  1699,  was  edited  by  Dr.  If'umiTaU,  having  been  copied  by  the  late 
Mr.  William  Wood,  partly  side-noted  by  Mr.  J.  Meadows  Cowper, 
and  more  cff  less  revised  by  the  late  Mr.  G.  H.  Caiiie,  M.A.  Loud. 
In  1903  I  undertook  to  write  Introductiim,  Ifotes  and  Glossary  to 
the  poem,  and  now  submit  my  work,  with  some  diffidence,  to  the 
Members  of  the  E.  E.  T.  S. 

I  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  add  anything  to  what  has  been 
already  written  npon  the  life  and  character  of  Lydgate,  or  to  treat  of 
the  subject  of  his  grammar.  My  principal  aim  in  the  Introduction 
has  lather  been  to  discuss  the  relation  of  the  poem  to  il«  caiginal,  to 
indicate  the  character  of  that  original,  and  to  consider  the  qnestion 
of  Bunyan's  suggested  debt  to  Lydgate.  It  hos  seemed  desiiable  to 
offer  a  few  notes  concerning  Lydgate's  Metre,  Language  and  Style, 
althongh  on  these  subjects  I  can  hardly  hope  to  eupplement  materially 
the  researches  of  previous  editors. 

The  Bibliography  is  not  intended  to  be  exhaustive,  my  main 
object  in  drawing  it  up  having  merely  been  to  give  the  completest 
possible  list  of  MSS.  and  old  printed  books  existing  in  Fiance  and 
England.  I  have,  however,  mentioned  all  the  known  MSS.  of  De 
Gttileville's  second  recension,  from  which  Lyi^te's  poem  was  trans- 
lated. For  the  information  in  the  Bibliography  I  am  indebted  to 
Professor  Stiiizinger's  edition  of  De  Gnileville's  first  recension,  to 
Dr.  Aldis  WrigbVa  edition  of  the  Camb.  MS.  Ff.  S.30,  and  to  the 
list  in  The  Ancient  Poem  of  QuUlmime  de  GuiUviUe,  snpplemented 
\i3  ray  own  investigations  at  the  British  Museum  and  the  Bodleian 
Lilnaiy. 

The  Table  of  Contents  has  been  adapted  and  enlarged  &om  that 
given  in  Verard's  edition. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  length  of  the  poem ,  I  have  felt  it  necessary 
to  exercise  a  strict  moderation  in  writing  the  notes,  and  have  there- 
fore aimed  at  little  more  than  the  clearing  up  of  the  more  obscure 
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allusions,  a  task  io  which,  I  r^nt  to  say,  I  have  not  alvays  been 
Buccaeaful 

It  onl;  ramains  for  me  to  expresa  my  sincere  thanks  to  those 
who  have  assisted  me  in  the  work : — to  Dr.  Skeat,  Dr.  Mnnay,

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INTKODUCTION. 

I.   ThB  relation   of   Dk  GdILEVILLb'S  fOBH  TO  TBI  ROUASCK 
OF  TBB  Ross. 

Ik  the  colophon  to  the  firat  reision  of  the  PSerinage  de  la 
Vie  Samaitte  Da  Gnilerille  tells  as  that  hia  poem  was  founded  upon 
the  Somance  of  the  Boss. 

"  Chi  fine  li  romans  da  moiaae 
Ihi  pelerinE^e  de  vie  homaine, 
Qui  est  poar  le  boa  pelerin 
Qni  en  che  monde  tel  chemin 
Yeolt  tenir  qui  voise  a  bon  aport 
Et  quil  ait  do  ciel  le  deport, 
Prios  SOI  le  toman  de  la  rose 
Ou  lart  damonis  est  toute  enclose. 
Fries  poor  celui  qai  le  fiat, 
Qui  la  ftdt  faiie,  et  qoi  lescripaL" 

If  we  only  consider  the  fact  that  the  Romance  of  the  Mom  ia  an 
eSlegoTj  on  the  art  of  love,  and  Qiat  the  PSlennage  is  an  allegory  of 
man's  spiritual  journey  from  birth  to  death,  the  relation  between 
the  two  does  not  appear  to  be  very  doee ;  but  altOiough  Urn  Bnbjecte 
and  general  aims  of  the  two  poems  are  veiy  different,  there  are 
Bome  striking  conespondences,  both  of  plan,  manner  and  detail. 

The  Romance  of  the  Rote  is  too  well  known  for  more  than  a 
Tory  brief  aketch  of  its  general  plan  to  be  necessary. 

The  first  part,  by  Gnillaome  de  Lorris,  is  a  straightforwani  and 
simple  allegory,  in  which  are  deecribed  the  efforts  of  a  lover  to  gain 
his  beloved,  symbolized  by  a  loeebud.  The  other  characteifi,  who 
help  or  hinder  the  lover,  are  all  aU^orical  and  bear  snch  names  as 
Love,  Idleness,  Mirth,  Largesse,  Banger,  Jealousy,  Malebonche  and 
the  like.  Bendes  tOiese,  certain  evil  qoalities  are  described,  which 
are  supposed  to  he  painted  upon  the  outside  of  the  wall  of  the 
garden  in  which  the  Bose  is  to  be  found.  Among  these  we  may 
notice  Hate,  Covetousness,  Avarice,  Envy. 

The  apirit  of  this  part  of  the  poem  is  the  spirit  of  the  mediievBl 
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X*    IntTodvction,    I.  De  Guileville  and  the  Somance  of  the  Sou. 

ConrtB  of  I>i>r&     It  is,  indeed,  just  what  the  antboi  calls  it  in  Ms 
intiodnctioii : 

"  11  Rommanz  de  la  Kose 
Oil  I'art  d' Amors  eat  tote  enclose. "     (IL  37-8.) 

It  is  of  love  and  the  art  of  lore  that  GaiUanme  de  Lorris  mites ; 
and  the  connection  between  this  part  of  the  poem  and  De  Gnileville's 
PSeriaage  can  only  be  traced  in  so  &r  as  both  are  in  allegorical 
fonn,  both  describe  peisonified  ahebactdons,  and  both  make  tise  of 
similar  details  of  description  and  allegorical  conventions.  A  few 
specimens  of  these  latter  ma;  be  given. 

In  the  description  of  Idleness,  G.  de  Lorris  tells  as  that 
"  por  garder  que  ses  mains  blanches 
ITb  halaissent^  ot  nns  blans  gans."    (IL  S66-6.) 
— and  in  De  Gnileville's  first  version  we  read  that  Idleness 
"tin  gant 
Tenoit  dont  se  aloit  jouant, 
Entonr  son  doi  le  demenoi^ 
£t  le  toomoit  et  retoomoit." 

(Sttininger,  6525-28.) 
Eeason,  in  the  B.  de  la  B.  a  spoken  of  in  the  following  terms : 
"  La  dame  de  la  hanlte  garde 
Qui  de  aa  tour  aval  reside, 
C'est  raiaon  ainsi  appellie. 
Or  est  de  sa  tour  devallie 
Et  toat  droit  vers  moi  eat  venue," 

while  by  De  GnileviUe  we  are  told 

"  Tantoet  vers  ens  one  pncelle 
Descendit  d'nne  tonmetle, 
Baison  apeler  ee  fkisoil"    (Stiiitinger,  573-5.) 
In  the  accomit  of  Envy  in  the  B.delaILva  read : 
"  que  s'ele  oc^oissoit 
Tot  le  pins  prod<aae  qui  soit 
Ke  de^  mei,  no  del&  mer, 
Si  le  vorreit  ele  blaamer."     (11.  269-72.) 
"With  this  may  be  compared  the  confession  of  Envy's  danghter 
Detraction  in  the  F&erinage  : 

"  Je  nuis  qui  soot  de  ssiate  vie, 
Comme  a  cenz  qui  ne  le  sont  mie. 
8e  Saint  Jehan  en  tone  eatoit, 
EucoT  de  mon  glaive  il  aroit." 

(Stiirzinger,  8669-72.)

Then  ate  otiier  correspondences  of  a  similar  character,  one  or 
two  of  which  have  been  indicated  in  the  uotea ;  bat  vben  we  have 
made  the  moat  of  the  allegorical  foirm,  and  of  such  similaritiaB  of 
detail,  we  most  feel  that,  if  this  were  all  that  De  Guileville  owed  to 
&e  aath<a8  of  the  Bomance  of  the  Bose,  a  comparison  of  the  two 
poems  need  not  detain  ub  long. 
But  tiiis  was  far  from  all. 

In  his  second  recension  Tie  Guileville,  in  the  person  of  the 
Pilgrim,  says  to  Vanss : 

"  Pour  qnoy,  dis  ie,  reputes  tien 
Le  rommant  qn'as  dit,  que  scaj  bien 
Qui  le  fist,  et  comment  ot  nom."     (Vei.  1  51.) 

These  lines  are  interpreted  bj  Lydgate  as  meaning  that  De 
Guileville  knew  the  author  personally,  in  which  case  the  man  he 
knew  mnst,  of  comae,  have  been  Jean  da  Meun,  not  Qnillaume  de 
Loiris,  who  is  sapposed  to  have  died  in  1240,  long  before  De 
Guileville  was  bom. 

Jean  de  Mean  himself  died  about  1320  when  De  Guileville  was 
some  twenty-five  years  of  age.  Thus  the  acquaintance  of  the  two 
moat  needs  have  covered  a  period  of  De  Gnileville'a  life  when  he 
would  be  most  open  to  influences,  and  most  likely  to  be  affected  by 
fhe  character  and  conversation  of  such  a  man  of  the  world  as  the 
witty,  datii^  and  satirical  Jaan  de  Meun. 

No  doubt  he  bad  read  and  studied  Jean  da  Mean's  continuation 
of  Guillaume  de  Lorris's  romance.  Perhaps  the  author  himself  had 
read  it  to  him,  and  they  had  discussed  together  the  many  questions 
in  religion,  sociology  and  science  with  which  the  poem  deals. 

Jean  de  Mean  was  a  reformer  and  a  democrat,  an  outspoken 
opponent  of  the  abusee  to  be  found  in  Church  and  Society,  a  man 
of  philosophical  mind  and  practical  energy.  He  was  aa  f ar  as 
possible  removed  from  the  romantic,  chivalrous,  courtly  character 
of  Gaillanme  de  Lorris;  and  though  he  adopted  the  framework 
of  his  predecessor's  poem  he  filled  it  np  with  all  the  varied 
detail  of  an  encydopndic  erudition,  piling  up,  one  upOD  another, 
discussions  on  alchemy,  astrology,  and  the  <qieratu)ns  of  Katoie,  on 
Monomical  and  social  problems,  on  rel^ion  and  hypocrisy,  on  the 
dnfy  of  mankind,  on  communistic  ideas,  on  prodigality,  the  Age 
of  Gold,  jealous  husbands,  Touth  and  Age,  friendship,  and  many 
another  topic,  interspersing  all  with  examples  and  iUnstrationB 
drawn  ftom  classical  tales  and  recent  history.     It  is  in  this  connec- 
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tk-B,  abore  aU,  ttat  w«  (nee  kk  icJhmee  vpoa  De  GsileTille.  We 
as  bardlj  fsQ  to  eoochide  Jiat  the  Istto-  kdoptod  bom  the  £.  i/e 
la  A.  not  men^  tli«  elkfrxieal  fiudevctfc,  the  Sgime  ttf  Idkanas,

Sat  can  we  be  hhnd  to  a  ray  maAed 
diffcTBiea  in  the  pranta  of  new  of  the  two  bmbl  De  GnilBnIle, 
after  all,  wu  a  monk,  a  man  onds  anthasitf,  wiUi  aU  the  nmnnce 
of  aodi  a  man  tor  the  twcbing  of  hia  aapcaioa^  Hia  Ttewa  on  anne 
theological  pcnnta — anch  aa  ptogreaaiTe  lerelatjon  and  the  qmatoal 
ehanets  of  fntnra  retnbntaon  and  nwaid — wen  Ubsal  and 
advaneod  in  fane,  bat,  for  all  tha^  be  waa  capable  of  flints, — andh  aa 
that  on  the  putting  of  mem's  ctcb  into  thcar  eai^ — ^wliidi  would  have 
enited  the  independent-minded  Jean  Ckipiool  to  an  unbolj  mirth. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  pa— ige  in  which  De  GmlBTille  Uamea  the 
evil^ieaking  of  hia  piedeceMor  pnma  that  Jean  de  Henn^  tone 
waa  ottma  fax  frmn  congmial  to  h™,  Tet  in  their  ctnunon  lore 
of  ndaoellaneons  infOTmation  and  in  their  oppasittDn,  aeerading  to 
then  li^Us,  to  aome  of  the  aboaee  tX  the  ixj,  thai  minda  cleailr 
hdd  aome  fcTtiahip, — a  kinship  which,  in  nate  of  manj  difftnmoea, 
is  not  obaeorelT  indicated  in  the  litenn  ivtni  and  occasioiial  tone 
of  die  poem  we  are  now  considering.

of  Ds  Guileville,  and  the  proee  transcription  made  at  the  requeat  of 
Jehanne  de  Laval,  Queen  of  Naples,  by  Jean  Gallopes,  dean  of  the 
chnich  of  St  Lovus  de  la  Sauleoye. 

There  were  also  several  English  versions,  the  first  recension  of 
De  Goileville's  poem  having  apparently  been  translated  into  En^ish 
prose  more  than  once.  Of  these  versions  the  MS.  in  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  is  northern  in  dialect,  and  differa  considerably 
from  the  US.  in  the  University  Library,  edited  for  the  Rozbnrghe 
Clnb  by  Dr.  Aldis  Wright  The  other  prose  MSS,  have  not  yet 
been  collated,  bat  in  a  note  written  in  the  cata]<^e  of  the  Land 
collection,  the  opinion  is  ezi^essed  that  Land  740  also  difFers  from 
the  Bozbnrghe  edition,  an  opinion  in  which  a  collation  of  a  few 
passages  enables  me  to  concur. 

A  condensed  English  prose  version,  a  copy  of  which  exists  in 
the  University  Library,  Camlnidge  (Ft  6.  30),  was  circulated  in 
the  seventeenth  century,  and  Dr.  Wright  thlnka  it  possible  that  this 
version  may  have  been  seen  by  Banyan. 

The  most  important  of  the  English  versions  is,  of  course,  the  )( 
verse  translation  by  Lydgate,  which  reineee&ts  De  Guileville's  second 
recensioiL  It  is  in  24,832  lines  as  compand  with  the  18,123  lines 
of  the  French  (Petif  s  edition).  With  the  exception  of  Lydgate's 
I*rol<^€^  184  lines  in  length,  the  note  on  the  fanciful  derivation 
of  Olaive,  the  illtutration  from  Aristotle's  Elenchos,  two  or  three 
other  passages  indicated  in  the  margin  as  Veria  TtaiuUUons  and 
the  tribute  to  Chaucer  (p.  527)  which  are  due  to  Lydgate  alone,  this 
excess  of  between  7000  and  8000  lines  is  not  produced  by  important 
additions  to  ihe  matter,  but  by  amplification  in  the  wording,  by  the 
introduction  of  details  and  explanations,  and  by  the  use  of  certain 
litei«ry  devices  which  will  be  indicated  more  fully  in  the  chapter 
on  lAngus^  and  Style. 

Several  passsges  of  the  original  French  have  been  given  for 
purposes  of  comparison  in  Vols.  L  and  IL  It  will  be  as  well  how- 
ever to  quote  other  passages  here,  alongside  the  'F-nglia^,  in  cntder  to 
render  comparison  more  convenient. 

A  Epical  passage  is  that  in  which  the  heavenly  Jerusalem  is 
described,  in  36  lines  in  the  French,  in  4S  by  Lydgate.

To  give  a  tevr  more  exaroples.  D^oileTille's  Prologue  in  Tenrd'e 
edition  consists  of  103  lines.  In  Lydgate  it  is  123  lines.  Tlie 
fiist  18  lines  of  Veiud,  comspondii^;  to  the  first  26  of  Lydgate, 
deal  wUh  the  subject  of  dieams.  Then  is  no  diversity  of  matter 
in  the  two  venious,  bat  Xy dgate's  Tendering  is  rather  a  paraphrase 
of  DegoileTille  than  a  translation,  as  the  following  extract  will 
show

The  description  of  Sprii^  in  the  French,  which  will  be  given 
later,  is  22  lines  long,  while  in  Lydgate  it  occupies  47  lines,  but  this 
is  rather  an  unusual  amplification.  Certain  lines,  aucb  as  11.  3456- 
3461,  have  no  counterpart  in  the  French  original,  the  nvivifyii^ 
power  of  Spring  is  described  vitb  much  greater  detail,  vhile  the 
reference  to  Solomon  which  in  the  French*  only  takes  np  two  lines, 
occupies  II.  3486-3492  in  Lydgate.  With  reference  to  this  passage 
it  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  phrases  descriptive  of  Spring 
were  the  current  coin  of  tha  fonrteenth  and  early  fifteenth  century 
poets,  and  that  no  writer  of  that  age  conld  control  his  pen  when 
he  came  to  write  on  this  subject  Youth's  description  of  heiself 
occupies  62  lines  in  the  French  and  80  in  Lydgate.  The  middle 
portion  of  this  description  from  1.  11151  to  1.  11177  keeps  fairly 
close  to  the  French,  though  it  is  in  parts  slightly  amplified,  and  in 
others  slightly  compressed,  but  the  first  ten  French  lines  are  repre- 
sented by  17  English  (11. 11133-11150),  which,  while  they  contain 
the  same  idea,  contain  also  various  developmenta  and  alterations 
of  expression  as  well  as  iuyermons  of  order:

As  nearly  as  I  can  make  out,  the  lines  whose  numbers  I  have 
given  correspond  to  the  French,  but  there  still  remain  eight  lines  in 

FILaRlMAQE.  b 
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Uie  English  vhich  have  no  French  equivalent,  and  add  a  touch  or 
tvo  to  the  chaiacter  of  Youth,  such  as : 

"  And  I  kan  vrynse  ageyn  the  pryUca 

As  vrjHe  coltys  in  Artaa, 

Or  as  bayard  out  off  the  tras, 

Tyi  I  a  lassh  haue  ofE  the  whyppe." 
The  account  of  the  games  played  by  Youth  is  veiy  much 
amplified  in  the  English.    D^uilerille  mentions  only  seven  sports. 
"  Ung  esteuf  me  fauat  pour  iouar 

Eb  une  croce  pour  soler. 

Autre  croce  nauray  ie  mye. 

Si  ce  nest  past  trop  grant  iolie, 

Car  tenir  ie  ne  men  poorroye

In  Lydgate's  18  corresponding  lines  (11181-98),  however,  there 
fire  seventeen  differ^it  kinds  of  game  or  amusement  mentioned, 
indnding  fishing,  hunting,  card  games,  and  the  reading  of  fables. 
We  mnst  not  forget,  however,  that  sometimes  Lydgate  omits 
detule  which  are  given  by  De  GuUeville,  or  only  touches  upon  points 
which  I>e  Gnilevilla  deals  with  at  some  length.    A  good  example 
«f  this  is  the  descriptton  of  the  various  fashions  in  dress  due  to 
Pride.     In  Lydgate  this  only  takes  np  six  lines  (U.  14081-14086). 
"  I  ffond  up  fyret,  devyses  new^ 
£ayes  of  many  sondiy  hewe; 
Off  short,  oif  long,  I  ffond  the  guyse ; 
Kow  streight,  now  large,  I  kon  devyse. 
That  men  eholde,  for  syngulerte

In  Yerard's  version  this  runs  as  follows :

Some  further  details  as  to  the  development  of  the  Frencli 
original  will  be  given  in  the  chapter  on  Lyi^te's  I^Dgaage  and 
Style,  bat  for  the  present  these  examples  will  be  enough  to  show 
the  manner  in  which  he  ctinied  out  his  translation. 

Ut.  Tbb  Kblatiok  of  Db  Gdilkvillb's  two  Yessions  to

We  may  now  turn  to  the  question  as  to  how  the  second  recension 
of  De  GuileviUe's  poem  is  related  to  the  first. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  compaiisim  I  have  made  uso  o( 
Stilrzingar's  edition  of  the  first  veision  (Boxb.  Club),  and  Yerard's 
edition  of  the  second,  published  in  Paris  in  1511. 

The  main  features  diatingnishing  the  second  version  ham  the 
first  may  be  placed  in  four  categories. 

A.  The  actual  additions  of  arguments,  episodes,  characters,  or 
ether  elements, 

B.  The  amplification  and  elaboration  of  passages  or  ideas. 

C.  The  absence  of  certain  details  mentioned  in  the  first  T^sioo. 

D.  Differences  in  the  sequence  of  episodes  which  occur  in  both 
versions,  and  certain  differencos  of  detail 

A.  The  principal  additions  are  as  follows : 
1.  The  diaconrse  on  dreams  in  the  Prologue  (Lydgate,  L  186-209), 
the  description  of  the  loss  and  re-writing  of  the  poem  (227-273),  and 
the  envoy  to  the  poem  (274-302). 

In  the  second  French  the  Prologue  takes  up  9i  lines,  but  in  the 
first  version  it  only  occupies  34  lines  as  follows :

3.  The  discussion  on  baptism  and  original  sin  (Yer.  fol.  iv,  back, 
f. ;  Lyd.  967-1290),  the  mention  of  the  Pilgrim's  godfather 
Gnyllyam  and  of  the  block  bird  that  escapes  from  the  Pilgrim's 
breast  (Ver.  fol.  vi,  back;  Lyi  1291-1344). 

4.  The  Story  on  the  Peril  of  CureiDg  {Ver.  i,  back ;  Lyd. 
2561-2602). 

5.  The  passage  containing  the  Pilgrim's  assertion  that  some  who 
liave  no  enhjects  yet  bear  the  sword,  and  Beason's  explanation 
concerning  the  delegation  of  power  (Ver.  xii;   Lyd.  3072-3230). 

6.  The  Testament  of  Jesus  Christ,  containing  t))o  bequest  of 
His  Soul  and  Body ;  of  His  Mother  to  St.  John,  together  with  ths 
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virtue  of  PeraeveTftnce ;  of  His  Blood  and  Wounds  for  Salvation, 
and  of  His  Word  and  Laws  (Ver.  xvii,  back ;  Lyd.  4782-4869). 

This  is  all  abseat  from  the  fiist  veraion  whicli  only  contains  the 
bequest  of  peace. 

7.  The  dialogue  between  Grace  Dieu  and  the  Filgiim  concerning 
the  five  senses  and  the  transfer  of  eyea  to  ears  (Ver.  xiii,  f. ;  Lyd, 
■6241-6581). 
^  8.  Three  Latin  poems  on  Qie  Articles  of  the  Creed  (Ver.  zxiv. 
f. ;  Lyd.  pp.  185-190),  on  God  in  Trinity  (Ver.  xxvii,  back,  £; 
Lyd.  pp.  194-199),  and  on  the  Virgin  Mary  (Ver.  xxix,  back,  f. ; 
Lyd.  pp.  199-301). 

9.  The  explanation  of  why  no  aimonx  for  the  legs  is  given  to  the 
Pilgrim  (Ver.  xxxiv;  Lyd.  U.  8073-81CM)). 
«         10.  The  gift  of  the  stones  and  sling  of  David  to  the  Filgrim,  and 
the  meaning  of  the  stones  (Ver.  xxzv,  f. ;  Lyd.  8433-8686). 

11.  The  discourse  of  Moral  Virtue,  who  shows  the  Pilgrim  the 
gate  and  posterns  and  speaks  of  virtues  and  their  attendant  vices 
<Ver.  xlT,  back,  f. ;  Lyd.  11737-11964). 

12.  A  long  passage,  containing  the  interview  of  the  Pilgrim  with 
Mortification  of  the  Body,  and  the  vision  of  the  Wheel  of  Lust, 
with  an  account  of  the  movements  of  the  planets  (Ver.  xlvi,  f. ; 
Lyd.  11955-12673). 

13.  The  Pilgrim's  conversation  with  Venns  concerning  the 
Romance  of  Gte  Rote  (Ver.  li,  t;  Lyd.  13200-13292),  and  the 
episode  of  the  Stranger  maltreated  by  Venns  (Ver.  Hi,  back ;  Lyd, 
13645-13651). 

14.  The  Prayer  to  the  Virgin  (Ver.  Ixiii,  back,  f, ;  Lyd.  pp. 
437-456).  This  prayer,  which  in  Verard's  edition  is  given  in  Latin, 
replaces  a  short  prayer  to  God  which  takes  up  26  lines  in  Stiireinger,

and  of  Worldly  Gladness,  with  his  rovolying  tower,  who  npresenta 
Sirena  (Ver.  Ixxxvi,  back,  f . ;  Lyd.  21473-21670).  These  are 
followed  by  a  lamentation  and  prayer  of  the  Filgrim  (Ver.  Izxxrii, 
back;  Lyd.  21671-21716). 

"^        17.  The  chantcter  of  Impatient  Poverty  (Vet.   xciii,  f.  j  Lyd. 
2271S-22772). 

18.  The  assault  of  Envy  and  hei  danghteis  on  the  convent,  the 
Pimm's  lamentation  after  the  attack,  the  attempt  of  Ovid  to 
comfort  him,  the  Pilgrim's  complaint,  in  the  form  of  an  acrostic  on 
his  name,  and  the  return  and  proclamation  of  the  King  (Yer.  xcv, 
f. ;  Lyd.  23037-23359).  This  passage,  however,  includes  the 
incident  of  the  horse  Good  Eenown  (Ver.  icv;  Lyd.  23067-23150), 
which  occnrs  in  the  first  version  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  ^ht  of 
tlie  Filgrim  with  Envy  and  her  danghters  (Stiirz.  I.  8686,  1). 

.         19.  The  Pilgrim's  visit  to  convents,  where  he  sees  many  ahuaea 
(Ver.  xcvrn,  f.;  Lyd.  11.  23360-23996).

22.  Besides  tiiese  passages,  the  dove  of  Grace  Dien,  which  at 
varioos  times  brings  comfort  ot  help  to  the  I^lgrim,  is  found  only 
in  the  second  recension. 

B.  The  amplification  and  elaboration  of  incidents  and  ideas  ia 
very  marked  througbont  the  whole  poem,  although  we  do  occasionally 
find  passages  which  are  almost  identical  in  the  two  French  versiona. 
It  wonld,  of  conise,  be  impossible  to  mention  eveij  passage  that  has 
been  enlarged,  bat  I  have  drawn  up  a  list  of  some  of  the  principal 
ones,  and  have  also  made  a  few  extracts  from  tlie  two  Ftonch 
versions  in  order  to  give  a  general  idea  of  the  relation  of  the  second 
recension  to  the  first  in  those  passages  where  no  serious  alterations 
OF  extensibnB  have  been  made,  Snch  a  passage  is  the  one  on  Spring, 
which  I  will  give  in  parallel  columns,  with  fignrea  indicating  the 
relation  of  the  second  recension  to  Lydgat»'s  paraphraBe.

The  deacription  of  the  Heavenly  Jetusalem,  taken  fcom  Terard, 
has  already  been  given  (p.  xUi*),  and  it  may  be  interesting  to  compare 
with  it  the  description  in  the  fiist  version :

We  may  now  tum  t«  the  more  important  amplifications,  which 
are  fairly  nnmerona.     Among  the  chief  of  these  are : 
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1.  The  extension  of  the  incident  of  the  inani^e  of  two  Pilgrims. 
In  the  first  French  this  oul;  occupies  17  lines  (802-^18),  but  the 
second  French  and  Ljdgttte  relate  at  some  length  the  approach  of  the 
two,  their  request  to  the  official,  and  his  advice  to  them,  the  whole 
incident  taking  up  U.  1905-1979  in  Lydgate,  and  40  lines  in 
Verard  (fol.  viii,  back). 

2.  The  complaint  of  the  Pilgrim  because  Grace  Bieu  is  given  to 
others.     In  StUrunger  this  only  consists  of  a  few  words :

In  I.ydgate  this  is  expanded  into  38  lines,  which  contain  the 
expresdon  of  the  Pilgrim's  first  aatonisliment,  hia  fear  that  no  one 
would  now  give  him  a  scrip  and  staff,  and  his  address  to  Grace  Diea 
(IL  2296-2332).  In  Yerard  the  passage  contains  the  same  dements, 
but  only  consists  of  20  lines  (fol.  x). 

3.  The  passage  about  the  blood-drops  on  the  scrip  is  much 
extended,  especially  that  part  in  which  Grace  Dieu  laments  that 
Qow-a-days  there  are  none  to  put  themselves  in  jeopardy  for  the 
faith,  although  there  are  some  who  boast  that  they  are  ready  to  do 
so.    This  passage  is  lepresented  in  Stiirzinger  by  a  few  Imea :

9.  In  the  description  of  Avarice's  hand,  IWchety,  there'  are 
various  developments.  Putting  aside  those  due  merely  to  extra 
wordiness,  the  most  important  is  the  short  passage  on  the  baptism  of 
<Iead  children  and  the  trickery  to  which  the  priest  resorto,  which 
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has  no  counterpart  in  Stiirzinger.  Tho  account  of  this  practice,  how- 
ever, has  not  heen  translated  by  Lydgate.  The  vhole  description 
of  the  hand,  which  takes  np  70  lines  in  StUrzingei  (9905-9974), 
extends  to  92  lines  in  Yeiaid,  and  to  just  over  100  in  Lydgate. 

This  list  contains  some  of  the  most  impoitont  enlargements  of  the 
first  Version,  hot  there  sie,  of  course,  ouiny  othet  passives  which 
bear  a  similai  character. 

C.  Passagea  and  details  which  are  present  in  Stiirzinger,  bnt 
which  are  absent  or  mnch  shorter  in  tiie  second  French  and  in 
Lydgate.  The  number  of  these  is  not  very  large.  We  may  mention 
first: 

1.  Nature's  assertion  that  she  is  necessary  to  Grace  DIeu 
and' Grace  Dieu's  answer.  This  precedes  Nature's  submission  in 
Stiirzinger,  so  we  might  expect  to  find  it  after  L  3935  in  Lydgate. 
However,  Kature's  aignment  is  altogether  absent,  bolli  from  the 
second  French  and  from  Lydgate,  though  part  of  Grace  Dieu's 
answer  is  absorbed  into  her  long  speech  about  her  power,  which 
extends  bom  p.  97  to  p.  104,  in  the  English  poem. 

A  few  lines  of  Nature's  argument  tnay  be  quoted : 
"Comme  ne  puet  ouvrer, 
Ife  maison  bonne  edefier. 
Le  charpentier  sans  sa  congnie, 
Tout  anssi  ue  devei  vous  mie 
KuUe  chose  sons  moi  &ire 
3e  Tons  ne  voulez  mefura." 

(Stfimi^r,  1677-1881.) 

2.  The  complaint  of  the  Pilgrim  that  his  staff  is  not  tipped  with 
iron  and  Grace  IKeu's  answer : 

"  Tontevoies  me  deplaisoit 
Da  bourdon,  que  ferre  n'estoiL 
Dame,  dis  je  a  Grace  Dien, 
Je  ne  me  puis  tenir,  par  Dieo. 
Que  ne  tous  die  mon  pense 
De  ce  bourdon  qu'il  n'est  pas  ferre ; 
Bien  m'en  desplaist,  se  sachiez  vous, 
Pour  autres  que  vol  fertez  tons ; 
Si  me  ditee,  se  vous  voulez, 
Pour  qaoi  tel  baillie  le  m  'avez ! " 

-    (Sturzinger,  3753-3762.) 
To  this  Grace  .Dien  answers  that  the  pommels  will  hold  him  up, 
and  that  a  staff  with  an  iron  point  is  heavier  and  is  liable  to  stick 
fast  in  marshy  places.    The  Pilgrim  replies  that  he  needs  it  for 
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defence,  and  Giace  Dieu  telk  him  thut  the  BtafE  is  to  lean  on,  not  to 
fight  with,  and  that  she  will  give  him  arnioar  for  defence. 

3,  "Tel  Continence  ainsi  donhlee 

D'sncnns  GSoignepains  est  nominee, 
Quar  par  li  est  gaignie  le  pain 
Par  qxd  rempli  est  cner  humain ; 
£t  ce  fii  figure  piec'a 
On  pain  que  David  demanda, 
Qdst  Achimalech  ottroier 
No  Ini  vont  onqnes  ne  baillier 
Pevant  quil  scent  qne  0Dgant«z 
Des  Gaignepains  fust  et  aimez." 

(Btiirzinger,  4213-4222.) 

This  passage,  which  comes  in  the  account  of  the  Gloves  of 
Continence,  has  nothing  coneeponding  to  it  in  the  second  French 
and  in  Lydgate. 

There  are  several  other  differences  in  the  two  accounts  of  the 
armour.  For  instance,  the  description  of  the  giidle  hue  less  detail 
in  Verard  and  Lydgate,  and  the  Pilgrim's  unwillingness  to  have  the 
Bcahbard  and  girdle  is  not  mentioned. 

4.  The  refnsal  of  the  Pilgrim  to  wear  armour,  and  Grace  Dien's 
rebuke  and  ^[planation  of  the  difference  between  his  case  and  that 
of  David  (Sturzinger,  pp.  140-147).  All  the  latter  part  of  this  is 
aheent  from  Yerard  and  from  Lydgste's  version,  in  which  Grace 
Dieu  consents  to  allow  the  Pilgrim  to  use  the  stones  and  sUng  of 
David,  instead  of  wearing  armour  all  the  time. 

6.  In  the  argument  between  Reason  and  Bude  Sntendement, 
Beason  scorns  the  latter  and  tells  him : 

"  Je  tenoie  une  opinion 
Que  n'est  pas  nn  moi  et  mon  non, 
Qoar  de  mon  non  se  pnet  paier 
Ghascon  larron  qui  va  embler; 
"Eb  pour  ce'  aussi  de  vous  cnidoie 
Quar  pas  apris  encor  n'avoie 
Qne  vooB  et  Bude  Enten  dement 
FuBsiez  tout  un  conjointement ; 
Mais  or  toi  bien,  sans  sonpecon, 
Qu'estea  nn  sans  distinction. 
Voa  exemples  le  m'ont  apris- 
Et  Toe  dis  qui  sont  si  sonltia ; 
Par  voB  paroles  proprement 
Sai  qu'eates  Bode  Entendement. 
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Plus  arguer  tods  ne  pouez 
Que  seuleraent  ainsi  nommez 
Soiez,  quar  par  existence 
Ce  eatea  sans  point  de  difference." 

(Stiireinger,  5365-5382.) 

This  jeer  ia  not  represented  in  Yerard  and  in  Lydgate,  althongh, 
in  the  course  of  the  conTSTsatioa  Reason  addreasea  Bade  Entende- 
ment  in  a  aarcastic  manner,  but  in  different  tonns.  (Lyd.  10713- 
10723.) 

6.  In  Stiirzingei  (6694-6735)  there  is  a  short  conretsation  between 
the  Pilgrim  and  his  bodj,  in  which  the  latter  advises  bim  not  to 
listen  to  Dtboui's  connsel  to  take  the  right-hand  path,  bat  to  choose 
instead  the  path  of  Idleness,  and  anairere  the  Pilgrim's  objections  b; 
telling  him  that  the  dividing  hedge  will  easily  be  passed  when  ha 
wishes.  In  Veiaid  and  Lydgate  it  is  Tonth,  nut  Body,  who  turns 
the  Pilgrim  aside  (Ver.  xliv,  back;  Lyd.  11549-11874),  the  PUgrim 
makes  no  objections,  and  nothing  is  said  abont  getting  ttuongb  the 
hedge. 

7.  Body's  Counsel  is  discnssed  by  Idleness  and  the  ^giim  (Stnr- 
zinger,  6769-6826).  This  conversation  is  also  absent  from  Yeniid  and 
Lydgate. 

8.  Grace  Dieu  rebukes  the  Pilgrim  for  listening  to  Idleness  and 
for  going  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  hedge  (Sliirzinger,  6906-6992). 
In  Yeraid  and  Lydgate  the  interview  of  the  Pilgrim  with  Idleness 
is  followed  by  the  long  episodes  of  Moral  Yirtue  and  MortiRcatioD 
of  the  Body,  and  the  rebuke  is  absent. 

9.  The  abort  prayer  made  by  the  Pilgrim  after  the  attack  of 
Tribnlation,  which  begins : 

"  Uerci,  dis  je,  donz  createur  I  ' 

En  nut  tristeoe,  en  ma  doolenr, 

Defaillant  ne  me  soiez  mie ! 

Se  par  Jeunece  ai  ma  vie 

TTne  piece  use  folement"     (Stiirrioger,  12383,  f.) 
— is  absent  from  Lydgate,  and  is  replaced  by  the  prayer  according  to 
St.  Bernard.    In  Yeiard's  edition  this  ia  given  in  full,  in  Ladn,  bat 
in  Petit's  it  is  abbreviated. 

10.  In  StUmngei  (12623-12632)  the  Pilgrim  is  struck  by  the 
Porter,  Fear  of  God,  on  entering  the  monastery,  in  order  that  he 
may  find 

"  equipollence 
Se  lahaie  de  Penitance."    (StiiTziDger,  12607-8.) 
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— aa  Grace  Dieu  hna  promised  him.  In  Verard  and  Lydgate  tlie  Potter 
lets  him  in  freely,  on  lieariug  that  his  intent  "  Is  to  do  servyse  to  the 
Kyng."    (Lyd.  22178.) 

Lydgate  does  not  translate  the  last  lines  of  the  poem,  in  vrhich 
the  poet  describea  how  he  vakee  from  his  dream,  and  hegi  his 
leadera  to  correct  anything  tbay  may  find  amise  in  his  work.  This 
passage,  however,  is  present  in  I>e  GuiloTille's  second  version,  and 
is  piinted  by  Dr.  Fumivall  at  the  end  of  Lydgate's  poem. 

D.  Under  this  head  are  included  difierances  in  the  sequence  of 
episodes  and  differences  of  detail. 

1.  The  Pilgrim's  protests  against  wearing  armour  precede  the 
giving  of  the  armoar  in  the  second  version  (Ver.  zxx,  back ;  Lyd. 
7237-7248  and  7267-7370).  In  Stiirzinger  there  are  no  objections 
beforehand. 

2.  Grace  Dieu's  rebuke  to  the  Pilgrim  for  lef nsing  to  wear  aimoiir 
occnis  in  StUizinger  b«fore  the  coming  of  the  annour-bearer.  Memory, 
and  before  the  actual  removal  of  the  armonr  (p.  143).  In  the  Becond 
vendon  the  reboke  is  inserted  in  two  places,  just  before  the  Pilgrim 
casts  oS  the  armonr  (Ter.  zxxiv,  back,  f.;  Lyd.  8263-8296),  and 
aft«r  the  coming  of  Memory  (Ter.  xxzvi,  back ;  Lyd.  pp.  246-247). 
There  is,  however,  considerable  difference  of  detail  in  the  difEerent 
versions,  and,  in  fact,  that  passage  in  Lydgate  in  which  Grace  Dieu 
accuses  the  Pilgrim  of  uiunanliness  and  cowardice  has  no  exact 
counterpart  in  Stiiizinger,  and  is  much  shorter  in  Terard. 

3.  In  the  first  version  the  armour-bearer,  Memory,  is  given  to  the 
Pilgrim  immediately  aftra  Grace  Dieu's  rebuke  to  him  for  removing 
his  armour  (Stiirzinger,  p.  1491),  but  in  the  second  Grace  Dieu  first 
brings  him  the  stones  and  sling  of  David,  and  only  then  presents 
Memory  to  him  (Ver.  xxxvi ;  Lyd.  p.  242)i 

4.  In  Yeiard  and  Lydgate  these  episodes  are  followed  by  a  long 
conversation  between  Grace  Dieu  and  the  Pilgrim  on  Body  and  Soul 
and  their  mutual  enmity,  and  by  the  release  of  the  Pilgrim  from  his 
body  for  a  season  (Ter.  xxzvii  f. ;  Lyd.  pp.  248-281).  In  Stiirzinger 
(p.  179)  this  conversation  takes  place  between  the  Pilgrim  and 
Reason,  and,  moreover,  &e  whole  episode  la  placed  after  the  meeting 
with  Knde  Entendement,  instead  of  just  before,  as  iu  the  second 

&.  After  leaving  Bode  Entendement,  the  meeting  with  Touth 
follows  in  the  second  version  (Ver.  xliii;  Lyd.  pp.  303-307),  after 
which  comes  the  episode  of  the  two  paths  divided  by  the  hedge  of 
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Penitence.  Id  Stiirdnger  (p.  203  f.)  this  episode  follows  on  the  dis- 
course about  Bod;  and  Soul,  and  Tonth  is  not  introduced  until  much 
later  (p,  368  f.),  just  after  the  description  of  Satan  &e  hunter,  and 
before  the  enumeration  of  the  five  perils  in  the  eea. 

There  are  some  other  slight  differences  in  this  part, — for  instance, 
in  the  second  Teraion  it  is  Youth  that  makes  the  Pilgrim  turn  towards 
the  wioi^  path,  while  in  the  first  it  is  Body.  Also,  in  the  second. 
Idleness  tells  him  that  Penance  planted  the  hedge  {Yer.  zlv ;  Lyd. 
11.  11689-11723),  whereas  in  Stiiizinger  (p.  217)  Grace  Dieu  tells 
him  this,  af  tet  he  has  started  on  the  wrong  path. 

6.  The  episode  of  the  hoise.  Good  Benown,  has  already  been 
referred  to.  In  the  first  Teision  it  forms  a  part  of  the  pass^e 
describing  the  first  attack  of  £nvy  (Sttirzinger,  p.  270),  in  the  second 
of  the  passage  describing  the  attack  of  Envy  on  the  monastery  (Vex. 
icvf.j  Lyd.  pp.  616-617). 

7.  In  Stiirringer  the  threats  of  Wrath  (p.  273-278)  are  followed  by 
Memory's  rebuke  to  the  Pilgrim  for  not  wearing  his  armour,  and  by 
the  coming  of  Avarice  (p.  282  f.),  while  in  the  second  version 
Memory's  rebuke  is  absent  and  Wrath's  attack  is  followed  by  the 
comung  of  Tribulation  (Ver.  Ixiif.;  Lyd.  pp.  425-436),  by  St 
Bernard's  Prayer,  and  then  by  the  meeting  with  Avarice  (Yer. 

■   livu  t;  Lyd.  pp.  460-493). 

8.  In  Stiirringer  (pp.  318  1),  after  the  episode  of  Avarice,  the 
Pilgrim  is  attacked  by  Gluttony  and  Yenns,  and  robbed  of  his  staff. 
He  laments, and  Grace  Dieu  appears  to  him  in  a  cloud  and  lestoies  it  to 
him,  afterwards  giving  him  a  "scripture  "  which  contains  an  A  B  C 
poem  to  the  Yij^gin.  In  the  second  version  Gluttony  and  Venus 
attack  him  mnch  earlier,  immediately  before  the  coming  of  Sloth, 
and  after  the  vision  of  the  Wheel  of  Sensuality  (Yer.  xlix,  bock  f.; 
Lyl  pp.  346-367).  There  is  no  loss  of  the  staf^  and  the  A  B  C 
comes  between  the  incident  of  Fortune  and  her  Wheel  and  the  appear- 
ance of  Astronomy-Astrolt^  (Yer.  lizviii  f.;  Lyd.  pp.  626-533). 

9.  Following  on  the  ABC  comes  the  bath  of  Bepentance  in 
StUninger  (p.  3S1  £).  In  the  second  vendon  this  comes  after  the 
appearance  of  the  Ship  oi  Grace  Dieu  (Yer.  Ixxzviii,  back  1 ;  Lyd. 
pp.  682-685). 

10.  I^ext  come  in  Stitrzinger  (p.  357  f.)  the  description  of  the  sea 
of  the  world  and  of  the  hunter  Satan,  the  appearance  of  Heresy  and 
Grace  Dieu's  explanation  of  the  meaning  of  the  sea  of  the  worid  and 
the  hunter.   (In  Yerard  and  Lydgate  Satan  himself  gives  this  explan- 
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ation.)  In  the  second  version,  after  the  interview  with  Avarice,  we 
find  the  episode  of  the  Messenger  of  Necromancy  (absent  from  Stiir- 
dnger),  the  appearance  of  Heresy,  the  description  of  the  sea  of  the 
world,  of  the  Hunter  and  of  Fortune's  Wheel,  the  Pilgrim's  lament 
and  the  A  B  C.     (Ver.  Ixxii-lxxix,  hack ;  Lyd.  pp.  494-C33.) 

1 1.  As  before  said,  the  episode  of  Yonth  is  inserted  at  p.  368  f. 
in  Stiirzinger,  and  is  foUowed  by  the  enumeration  of  the  five  perils  in 
the  sea  (pp.  371-374).  In  Ver.  (Ixxx-lxxxvii,  back)  and  Lydgato 
(pp.  634-578)  we  find  the  descriptions  of  four  of  the  perils,  that 
of  Fortune)  or  Cbarybdis,  having  already  been  given. 

13.  Next  in  Stiirzinger  (pp.  374-380)  comes  Tribulation,  and  a 
short  prayer  of  the  Pilgrim  to  God.  In  the  second  version  Tribu- 
latioQ,  and  St.  Bernard's  Prayer,  replacing  the  short  prayer,  come 
between  Wiath  and  Avarice  (Ver.  Ivii-lxvi ;  Lyd.  pp.  426-458). 

13.  Tribulation's  departure  is  followed  in  Sturzinger  (p.  388  f.)  by 
the  arrival  of  the  Ship  of  Grace  Dien.  This  comes  in  the  second  vet^ 
eion  after  the  peril  of  the  Syren  or  Worldly  Gladness,  and  is  combined 
with  the  episode  of  the  Bath  of  Penitence  (Ver.  Izxxviii-tzxxix, 
back ;  Lyd.  pp.  579-590). 

14.  Here,  once  more,  the  two  versions  begin  to  ran  mora  closely 
t(^ther. 

The  Pilgrim  enters  the  monastery  and  meets  varioos  ladies,  who 
are  described,  though  their  number  and  the  order  in  which  they  are 
introduced  differs  a  little.  In  Stiirzinger  we  read  of  Obedience, 
Decepline,  Volnntaire,  Fovret^  Chastity,  Le^n,  Abetenence, 
Oroison  and  Latria,  and  in  Lydgate  and  Verard  of  Lesson,  Hagio- 
graphy.  Obedience,  Abstinence,  Willing  Pover^,  Impatient  Poverty, 
Chastity,  Prayer  and  Latria. 

After  this  there  are  in  the  second  recension  certun  episodes 
which  are  absent  &om  the  first,  but  such  as  exist  in  both  versions 
follow  the  same  order,  with  the  exception  of  the  incident  of  the  horse, 
Good  Renown. 

These  four  categories  include  most  of  the  important  difEerences  ' 
between  the  two  versions  and  many  of  the  minor  ones ;  and  we  may 
judge  from  the  list  that  Oe  Guileville  did  not  spare  trouble  in  rewriU 
ing  his  poem.  As  will  be  noticed,  the  interpolations  of  new  matter 
are  scattered  with  toWable  r^olari^  throughout  the  poem,  bat 
variations  in  the  sequence  of  events  are  practically  absent  from  the 
first  third,  while  they  become  more  and  more  numerous  as  the 
narrative  ptogctaBts,  untU,  after  the  middle  of  the  book  has  been 
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passed,  haidl;  three  episodes  will  be  found  comiiig  in  the  same 
order  in  the  two  TSisiona.  It  is  a  matter  for  doubt  whether  De 
GuileTille  always  improved  bis  poem  by  hia  leairangements  and 
additions.  We  admit  that  the  intrctdnction  of  Impatient  Poverty 
adds  point  to  the'  picture  of  Wilful  Forerty,  and  certainly  it  is  better 
that  Youth  should  appear  at  an  early  stage  of  the  narrative  than 
three-quarters  of  the  way  through,  as  in  the  first  version.  The  addi- 
tions to  the  Testament  of  Jesns  Christ  are  appropriate,  and  the  per- 
Bonificadou  of  the  Perils  in  the  sea  certainly  adds  interest  lo  that 
part  of  the  allegory.  The  coniiDg  of  Prayer  and  Alms  to  act  as 
messengers  for  the  Pilgrim  is  a  good  touch,  and  the  five  stones  of 
David, — Memory  of  Christ's  Death,  of  Mary,  of  Heaven's  bliss,  of 
Hell-fire  and  Holy  Writ,  which  are  the  sole  defences  of  the  Pilgrim 
who  n^lects  to  wear  the  armour  of  Righteousness^ — supply  a  want. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  additions  and  alterations  tend  towards 
tediousuess  and  tonfusion.  The  long  Latin  poems  on  the  articles  of 
the  Creed,  on  God  in  Trinity  and  on  the  Virgin  3(ary,  are  an  inter- 
ruption to  the  narrative,  as  are  aleo  the  long  prayer  which  De  Guile- 
ville  has  adapted  from  the  writings  of  8L  Bernard,  and  the  verses 
in  alternate  French  and  Latin  lines  which  set  forth  De  Guileville's 
name  in  an  acrostic.  Possibly  the  inserted  discussions  on  original 
sin,  free  will,  the  senses,  influence  of  the  stars,  etc.,  appealed  to  the 
public  for  which  De  Ouileville  wrote;  and  even  to  the  reader  of  &e 
present-day  parts  of  them  are  by  no  means  uninteresting.  But  these 
discussions  are  woefolly  long,  and  seriously  interfere  with  the  unity 
of  the  narrative. 

The  additions  to  the  later  part  of  the  allegory,  viz.  the  attack 
of  Envy  on  the  convent,  the  visits  the  Pilgrim  pays  to  other 
monasteries,  and  the  abases  he  sees  there,  evidently  reflect  some 
personal  experience  of  the  author's.  The  latter  episode  is  specially 
interesting  as  showing  that  the  monastic  abuses,  of  which  we  hear  so 
much  in  England  at  this  period,  were  evidently  not  confined  to  that 
country.  Despite  its  interest,  however,  it  is  a  very  evident  insertion, 
and  has  not  much  to  do  with  the  general  allegory. 

Not  mnch  fault  can  be  found  with  the  episode  of  Necromancy's 
messenger.  Necromancy  was  a  burning  question  of  the  day,  and 
involved  a  real  temptation  to  many  people,  and  the  introdnction  of 
this  figure  has  no  other  effect  upon  the  course  of  the  narrative  than 
to  add  to  it  BO  many  more  pages.  But  the  appearance  of  Moral 
"Virtue  Avitli  lier  gate  and  two  posterns,  the  episode  of  Mortification  of 
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the  Body,  and  the  vision  of  the  Wheel  of  Sensuality  are  diffeienb 
like  Filgrim,  having  definitely  entered  upon  the  road  to  the  Heavenly 
Ci^,  having  been  anned,  having  overcome  Rnde  Jlntendenient  by 
means  of  Beason,  and  having  been  led  by  Tenth  to  take  the  path  of 
Idleness  rather  than  that  of  Labour,  is  at  once  confronted  by  grave 
moral  qnestiona.  Moral  Virtue,  as  opposed  to  the  recklessness  and 
thoughtlessness  of  Youth,  asserts  herself,  and  this  awaJiing  to  con- 
sciousness of  the  more  serious  side  of  Ha  Pilgrim's  character  is  at  once 
followed  by  new  temptations  and  new  conflicts,  Lnst  fighting  on  the 
side  of  Youth  and  Idleness,  and  Mortification  of  the  Body  on  the  side 
of  Moral  Virtue  and  Labour.  The  extra  emphssis  thus  laid  on  tlte 
choice  ttiat  the  Filgrim  has  to  make  is  certainly  desirable,  and  adds 
to  the  interest  of  this  portion  of  the  woik.  But  as  usnol  the  addi< 
tions  are  f sr  too  long  and  disoarsive.-  The  introdaction  of  Moral 
Virtue  and  her  gates  is  most  olnmsily  managed,  and  one  gets  into  a 
hopeless  mace  among  all  the  different  paths  that  are  mentioned.  We 
are  told  that  the  main  gate  of  Moral  Virtue  is  set  acroas  the  path  of 
Idleness  (Lyd.  11732-11744),  wheraessot  long  after  we  find  that  the 
Filgrim  is  on  the  other  side  of  the  hedge,  and  that  Youth  takes  him 
on  her  back  and  flies  with  him  over  the  hedge  back  to  the  path  of 
Idleness  (12729-12734).  Yet  we  are  not  told  in  the  interval  that 
he  has  passed  from  Idleness  to  Labour,  but  only  that  he  has  begun 
to  consider  which  of  Moral  Virtue's  posterns  (against  which  she  had 
been  warning  him)  he  shall  pass  through  (11951-11967).  The 
vision  of  the  Wheel  of  Sensuality  is  also  a  somewhat  clumsy 
expedient 

Speaking  generally,  we  may  say  that  Do  Gnilevilla's  fint 
recension  reads  more  closely,  and  forms  a  better  artistic  whole 
than  the  second  version,  but  that  some  of  the  later  additions  distinctly 
add  to  the  interest  of  the  poem,  though  not  invariably  to  its  excel- 
lence as  an  allegory. 

IV.  Ltdoats's  Mbtbs, 

Before  discussing  the  metre  of  the  PSgrimoffe  it  is  necessary  to 
fonsider  in  some  detul  the  q^nestion  of  Lydgato's  treatment  of 
final  e.

Espeeiallj  was  this  the  esse  with  legsid  to 
poJj^llaUe  voids,  in  which  he  was  Mscastomed  to  soond  <w  eBde 
tiM  final  e  seending  to  the  raqnirements  of  tbe  metre,  inc^tecttre  of 
otJier  eonsideiatioo.  When  s  final  e  [veeeded  the  CHSon  he  allowed 
itwiMilf  an  equal  amoimt  of  liberty,  and  iriien  it  oecnmd  in  this 
p™ti«'  woold  freqacDtlj  soond  an  a  that,  aeeoiding  to  othv  rales, 
dioald  hsTe  been  silent,  <»  omit  to  soond  odo  which  we  should  hare 
ttcpeeted  him  to  prononnoe. 

The  freedmn  he  aUoved  himself  in  these  leqieda  vat  oecssioaaDj 
extended  to  other  words  in  other  positaons,  snd  we  thns  see  the  be- 
gjpning  of  the  S.'K  jRonnndatioD  mote  deariy  indicated  in  Lydgate 
than  in  Chancer. 

We  may  nov  ton  to  the  qnestitw  of  metre. 

Hie  Pilgrimage  of  the  Life  of  Mtm  is  written  in  rimed,  octo- 
ayHabie  conplets,  the  measora  employed  being  iamluc.  Lydgate'a 
Prologae,  boverer — 184  lines  in  lengtii — is  written  in  dacs^Uabi* 
couplets. 
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The  voriouB  types  of  Lydgate's  6-beat  iambic  line  have  heen  given 
by  Schick,  (ind  I  have  nething  to  add  to  hja  conclusions.     Of  the 
general  features  of  liis  veree  a  few  examples  may  be  given. 
Lydgate  employed  aUil«Tation  freely.

But  though  these  allitetatire  lines  are  fairly  numerous  they  ars 
employed  with  considerable  self-restnunt.  For  instance,  in  the 
'  Testament  of  Jeans  Christ '  (IL  4773 — 5029)  there  -are  but  33  a]litei>- 
ative  lines.  In  the  description  of  Touth  (11.  1106S— 11212)  there 
are  but  22.  Therefore  the  alliteiation  in  Lydgate'a  verse  never 
becomes  burdensome,  but  rather  tende  to  give  it  n  little  of  the  variety 
that  it  BO  much  needs. 

Elision  is  common  and  is' responsible  for  what  constitutes  a  veiy 
marked  feature  of  this  text,  vis.  the  habit  of  combining  the  pre- 
position to  with  the  next  word  when  it  begins  with  a  vowel  or 
unstressed  h.

We  may  imagine  that  this  was  a  habit  likely  to  increase  with  use, 
and  in  fixing  the  lelaHve  chronology  of  Lydgate'a  works  it  might  be 
worth  while  to  pay  some  attautioD  to  this  point.

Its  r^nlar  place  is  after  the  fourth  syllable  and  second  accent,  but 
in  the  fiist  few  lines  of  the  Frologne  we  find  it  falling  with  qnite  a 
pleasing  irregnlarity.

This  passage  perhaps  contains  greater  iir^ularities  than  most, 
though  some  of  tbein  are  only  apparent  and  are  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  line  is  acephatoos.     But  throughout  the  poem  it  may  be  noticed 
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that  Ljdgate  often  places  the  caesura  in  the  middle  of  a  foot,  so  that 
the  number  of  syllables  ou  each  side  of  the  pause  is  odd  althougli 
Uie  nnrobei  of  accents  may  be  correct. 

In  his  Introduction  to  the  Temple  of  Qlat  Schick  points  out 
that  the  rime  "  is,  in  genend,  pure  and  skilfoUjr  handled,"  and  that 
« the  principles  folloived  by  Lydgate  are  much  the  same  as  those  of 
Chaucer."  He  then  proceeds  to  point  out  some  peculiarities,  to  which 
I  may  add  a  few  from  the  present  text. 

I  have  found  no  example  of  -ye  limiug  with  -y  in  the  first  4000 
lines  of  the  poem. 

Aa  both  Schick  and  Siepet  point  out,  Lydgate  shares  with 
Chaucer  an  indifference  as  to  whether  sounds  an  close  or  open. 
Thus  in  L  2S3  we  find  hroiU  (O.E.  br&d)  riming  with  stood  (O.E. 
stAd). 

Words  are  occaaionally  rimed  irrespective  of  length.  In  IL  231-2 
jorBte  rimes  with  not  (  =  ne  wot),  and  in  L  2615  dele  rimes  with  ue/. 
This  last  example  however  is  rather  an  uncertain  one,  as  in  the 
expression  never-a-dde,  dele  often  lost  its  length  through  want  of 
stress  and  was  written  dei.  So  it  is  possible  that  Lydgate  may  have 
pronounced  it  sltort 

The  riming  of  a  word  with  itself  or  witii  another  word  of  similar 
spelling  occasionally  takes  place.

The  iufrequency  of  double  rimes  may  be  noticed.  In  the  portion 
of  the  text  that  I  have  examined  for  this  purpose  I  hare  fonnd  that 
(putting  aside  those  formed  by  final  e)  they  are  of  the  moet  ordinary 
character  and  confined  to  a  small  range  of  woida  Thus  we  find 
such  rimea  aa  morwe  .  .  .  toriee,  glorye  .  .  .  tranm/tarye,  douhte 
.  .  .  trouhle,  vyetorye  .  ,  .  ti-a/naytort/e,  neuere  .  .  .  dyateuare  re- 
peated fairly  often,  and  occasionally  come  across  leas  obvious  ones, 
such  as  botmdye  .  .  .  founde  tja  3337-8,  but  much  more  frequently 
the  rime  is  confined  to  the  last  f<yllable,  and  sometimes  even  when 
that  syllable  is  a  weak  one.

Id  auch  rimes  as  ryping  .  .  .  gadrtjng  1269-70  the  accent  was 
probably  on  the  last  syllable.

pray  .  .  .  eeye  1214-5 ;  kepe  .  .  .  shep  2169-60;  bed  .  .  .  drede 
1697-8;  eroum  .  .  .  doun  1997-8;  tpryage  .  .  .  werkyng  2924-5 ; 
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tkyU  .  .  .  wyl  2689-90.  Some  of  these  may  perhaps  be  put  down 
to  the  copyist,  but  when  all  allowances  are  made  we  csnnot  help 
looking  npoD  the  frequency  with  which  they  occur  aa  some  proof  of 
the  extent  to  which  Lydgate  allowed  himself  to  drop  sonnnt  e  when 
couTenient.  Skyle  ,  .  ,  wyl  is  a  specially  good  example,  since  the 
word  tkyle  occurs  also  at  IL  2694  and  2741,  and  is  both  these  lines 
it  is  essential  that  the  e  should  be  sounded.  In  L  2681  it'  is  found 
^(ain,  before  the  cKsura,  with  the  e  mute. 

Lydgate  is  not  strict  in  his  nse  of  the  octo^llahic  line,  and 
fleveral  distinct  types  can  be  found. 

According  to  Sieper  these  are : 

(a)  The  normal  line  of    8  syllables  and  4  accents  (osuallf 
iambic). 

{b)  The  headless  line  of  7  eyllahles  (which  is  often  partially  or 
wholly  trochaic  in  metre). 

(c)  The  7-8yllabled  line  in  which  the  first  thens  after  the  cffisura 
is  wanting. 

The  passage  descriptive  of  the  heavealy  Jerusalem  displays  mnch 
variety  in  the  line,  so  it  may  be  well  to  analyze  it  as  r^ards  its  metre.

Lydgate.    For  a  discnsaion  on  tbia  last  point  I  will  refer  the  reader 
to  the  Introduction  of  Beaton  and  Sauuaiity,  in  which  the  whole 
qneation  of  Lydgate's  metre  is  treated  with  much  detail 
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V.    LVPOATX'S   LANaUAOB   AND   iStYLE. 

In  his  Gribnto  to  Chaucer  ou  p.  537  oi  the  Pilgrimage  L]rdgat« 
speaks  of  him  aa 

"  my  rnayster  Chaucer  .... 
That  vas  the  ffyrste  in  any  age 
That  ameodede  om  langage  " — 

afiording  thus  an  interesting  proof  that  even  as  soon  after  his  death 
as  1426  the  writers  of  the  period  had  a  clear  recognition  of  the  debt 
that  the  English  literary  language  owed  to  Chaucer. 

Lydgate  woa  one  of  those  who  were  most  influenced  in  this 
respect,  and  indeed,  as  Schick  points  out,  he  was  even  moie  modem 
in  language  than  Chaucer  himself.  In  phonology  and  uiflexion,  it 
is  true,  there  is  little  difference  between  them,  but  Lydgate  dropped 
many  old  English  words  which  were  rotained  by  Chaucer  and  are 
now  obsolete,  and  used  instead  words  of  Eomauce  of  classical  origin 
which  may  be  easily  understood  by  us  even  if  we  do  not  actually 
use  them.  Both  Chaucer  and  Lydgate  belonged  to  the  Hast  Mid- 
land district,  and,  as  we  know,  the  dialect  of  this  district  was  much 
more  cosmopolitan  than  that  of  the  otheta,  both  on  account  of  its 
intermediate  position  uid  because  of  the  fact  that  it  was  the  dialect 
ot  Loudon,  and  theiefote  more  open  to  foreign  inflnences  than  the 
dialects  of  more  provincial  districts. 

An  intimate  acquaintance  with  French  was,  of  course,  at  this 
time  common  among  all  men  with  any  protensions  to  education,  but 
both  Chaucer  and  Lydgate  travelled  in  France,  and  there  is  even  a 
tradition,  which  Schick  however  discredite,  that  Lydgate  was 
educated  in  Paris.  However  this  may  be,  it  is  practically  certain, 
as  Schick  points  out  in  his  chapter  on  the  chronology  of  Lydgate's 
vritinga,  that  Lydgate  was  in  Paris  about  1426,  that  is  to  say,  about 
the  time  when  the  Pilyi-image  was  begun. 

These  things  being  so,  we  are  uot  surprised  that  the  PUgritaage 
should  contain  a  very  large  proportion  of  French  words,  especially 
when  we  consider  two  other  points, — firstly,  that  it  was  a  translation 
from  the  French,  and  tlierefore  its  author  would  naturally  tend  to 
use  words  of  French  rather  than  of  Teutonic  or^^in ;  and  secondly, 
that  it  was  largely  concerned  with  questions  of  ecclesiastical  interesti 
which,  owing  to  the  general  use  of  Latin  in  matters  of  Church  and 
Religion,  would  tend  to  increase  the  number  of  words  of  classical 
origin  used  by  the  author.    That  these  last  two  consideratioua  an 
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of  considerable  weight  will  be  more  evident  if  wo  stuily  Chaucer'a 
own  translations  from  tlie  French. 

The  deduction  froni  theaccoinpanying  table,  in  which  is  shown 
the  proportion  of  foreign  wotda  in  passages  chosen  from  the 
PUgy-imoQe  and  from  ^ariQUB  portions  of  Chancel's  writings,  seems 
to  be  that  In  Lydgato  the  number  of  fiomance  or  classical  words  is 
nearly  I  in  5,  whiU  in  Chaucwr  it  is  about  1  in  8.  The  passt^es 
chosen  from  Chancer  are  various'. in  character  and.dtawn  from  his 
original  works;  those  from  %)x9  Pilgrimage  bave  been  setected  -eo  aa 
to  cover  a  considerable  varied  of  subjects  in  order  that  the  influence 
of.  subject  on  vocabulary  might  be  miniinized.

But  if  we  take  a  poem  translated  by  Chaucer  from  the'-Ftenob, 
the  result  is  diflerenL  -  Thus  in  the  first  five  Verses  of  th«  ABO 
Prayer  to  the  Virgirt  thne  are  806  words,  62  of  wbicU-are  of 
B^mance  origirf, — li  proportion  of  abont  1  in  5(  as  in  the'  Pilffrimage, 
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while  ill  the  firat  300  words  of  the  tninslation  froni  Boethitis  the 
pioportion  is  1  in  6l 

Oa  the  other  hand,  iu  tydgate's  Temple  of  Glat,  which  b  not  a 
transhition  from  the  French,  the  proporUon  of  French  woids  in  the 
first  50  lines  is  only  about  1  in  8,  and  in  the  first  6  verses  of  the 
ComplaiTit  to  Venus  in  the  same  poem  the  pfoiiortion  ia  about 
lin7. 

From  these  examples  we  may  draw  the  conclusion  that  the  greut 
preponderance  of  words  of  Komance  origin  in  the  Pilgnmage  is 
lately  dae  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  translation  from  the  French. 
But  while  we  make  allowances  for  this  fact  in  comparing  Lydgate 
and  Chancer,  we  most  admit  that  even  in  those  cases  where  the 
proportion  of  French  words  is  not  yeiy  difierent,  the  number  of 
conciflte  words  of  Teutonic  origin  need  by  Lydgnte  is  mnch  smaller 
than  is  the  case  with  Chancer,  while  those  used  are,  wiUi  com- 
paralively  few  exceptions,  such  as  may  be  easily  understood  even  by 
the  reader  who  has  not  studied  the  early  forms  of  his  native  tongue. 
'  Lydgate  is,  in  fact,  very  easy  to  read,  though  there  are  a  certain 
number  of  words  employed  by  him  which  we  seek  for  in  vain  in  the 
works  of  Chaucer  oi  his  other  English  contemporaries.  -  Some  of  these 
are  Latinisms  lifted  bodily  from  any  text  he  might  be  engaged  in 
translating  or  paraphrasing.  Such  are  porreet  (448/16709)  nnd 
proeeUe  (iS6/i6^i)$),  both  occurring  in  his  adaptation  of  St. 
Bernard's  Homily.  Certain  other  forms,  auch  as  su^d  SSO/raSSi, 
wrak  569/31339,  '^^  iowehed  597/22356,  are  possibly  scribal  errors, 
bnt  there  remain  a  few,  such  as  heaseUys  306/iri9r,  bntmaunt 
492/18437,  dwaunt  i92li8^aS,  atutifiailh  (toi  atoppet)  646/24110, 
tret/ffobet  317/11623,  and  tttmet/s  146/5569,  which,  as  ^  as  I  can 
discover,  seem  to  be  peculiar  to  him.  Skouren  also  (IO6/4011)  is 
used  in  an  unusual  sense. 

The  question  of  Lydgate's  grammar  and  inflexions  has  been  so 
thoroughly  treated  already  that  I  do  not  propose  to  enter  upon  it, 
bat  will  pass  on  to  the  question  of  his  literary  style. 

With  regard  to  this  he  was  himself  aa  modest  as  other  writers 
were  laudatory. 

"  On  makyng  I  ha  no  sufiysannce  " 
he  says  in  the  proli^ae  to  the  PUgriniage,  and  again : 

"  I  am  hareyn  "of  all  eloquence. 
Tlierfoi^  1  pray,  what  so  that  be  aeyde. 
Off  gentyllewe  not  to  be  evel  apayde 
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And  my  nidnease  helpyn  to  excnse, 

ffor  in  metre  I  ha  vriUi  me  no  mnee  : 

IToon  of  the  njne  that  on  Fanuse  daelle, 

'Sot  she  that  ys  the  lady  of  the  weUe, 

Calliope,  be  syde  cytheron. 

Gaff  to  my  penne,  plente  nor  fason 

Of  hyr  licovr,  vban  thys  work  was  b^onne. 

Vol  I  drank  no-«er  of  the  sogeryd  tonne 

Off  lubiter,  couchyd  in  his  ceier, 

So  strange  I  fonde  to  me  bye  boteler 

Off  poetya  icalljd  Ganymede. 

But  to  my  labour  now  Z  woll  me  spede^ 
Prayng  ech  reder  me  to  reconforte, 
Benignely  my  mdenesse  to  sapporte." 
Other  examples  are  given  by  Schick  in  his  chapteron  the  style  of 
the  Temple  of  Oku,  and  on  reading  his  vorks  one  cannot  escape 
from  tbe  conviction  that  Lydgate  was  justified  in  his  modesty. 

Some  of  the  principal  points  to  be  noted  in  considering  Lydgate's 
style  are  bis  immense  prolixity  and  love  of  circnmlocntiims,  and  of 
conventional  phrases.  He  is  entirely  deficient  in  tiiat  essential 
mark  of  tbe  stylist — the  knowledge  wben  to  stop.  In  fact,  he  seea 
no  reason  for  stopping  at  all  His  words,  his  lines  flow  forth  in  a 
steady  stream  at  a  steady  pace.  They  come  apparently  with  little 
difficulty,  and  when  difficulties  do  arise  they  may  always  be  met  by 
tbe  reduplication  of  a  sentence  in  slightly  different  form  or  by  the 
interpolation  of  some  conventional  phrase. 

These  conventional  phrases,  very  frequent  in  all  of  Lydg&te's 
works,  abound  in  the  Pilgrimage  to  a  ridicolona  extent.  Here  are 
a  few  examples  of  them  :

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These  expletive  phrases  put  in  to  fill  up.  &  line  or  for  the 
sake  of  rime,  make  np  do  inconaiderable  proportion  of  some 
passages.  Opening  the  book  almost  at  random  I  find  that  in  the 
hundred  lines  between  13200  and  13300  there  are  no  fewer  tlian 
22  lines  finished  in  this  manner.

In  the  hundred  lines  between  15650  and  15750  there  are  19  of 
these  phrases;  between  17700  and  17800  tbeie  are  16;  between 
20370-20470  there  are  14 ; — indeed  it  is  baidly  possible  to  open 
a  page  without  finding  two  ot  three  and  often  many  more.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  expatiate  on  the  poverty  of  the  verse'  which  baa 
to  be  eked  out  by  such  devices,  for,  as  s  study  of  aay  of  the  above- 
mentioned  passages  will  show,  not  one  in  ten  of  these  phrases  has 
any  real  connection  with  tlie  subject-matter  of  the  lines,  or  throws 
any  further  light  upon  what  the  writer  is  saying.  Ko,  diey  are 
padding  pure  and  simple,  usnally  inserted  for  the  sake  of  rime,  or 
to  piece  out  an  ides  which  will  not  naturally  extend  to  the  length 
«f  a  couplet. 

In  most  cases  these  phrases  occupy  the  second  half  of  a  line. 
More  rarely,  but  yet  very  often,  one  is  found  covering  a  whole  line, 
as  in  the  following  examples  :

Sach  are  U.  9266,  21583  and  21723  quoted  on  p.  xlvi*  as  well  as 
].  14917 : 

"  Yt  maketh  me  glad,  and  nothyng  dnl." 

Withont  mnltiplyiDg  examples,  which  would  only  be  tedious,  I . 
may  point  out  that  in  some  cases  the  paialleliam  persists  throughout 
quite  long  passages.  For  instance,  in  the  passage  on  page  68  on  the 
punishment  of  the  proud,  from  which  a  few  lines  hare  been  qnoted, 
nearly  every  sentence  is  reduplicated,  and  much  the  same  is  the 
case  with  the  description  of  Fortune  in  the  Prologue. 

Sieper  has  pointed  out  that  "wide  indeed  though  the  gulf  la 
which  separates  his  vapid  verse,  betraying  in  every  line  the  traces 
of  decadence,  from  the  inimitable  creations  of  Israel's  golden  youth, 
Lydgate  is,  in  point  of  fact,  not  so  far  removed  from  a  mere 
pat^elism  such  as  meeta  us  in  the  poetry  of  the  Hebrews,"  and  if 
we  compare  with  some  of  the  examples  given  above  the  following 
verses  from  the  18th  Psalm,  it  will  be  evident  that  as  fares  technical 
construction  goes  there  is  a  strong  resemblance  between  Lydgate's 
paToUeliams  and  those  of  the  Psalmist 

"  He  rode  upon  the  cherabims,  and  did  &y : 
He  came  flying  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 
He  made  darimesa  his  secret  place ; 
His  pavilion  round  about  him  with  dark  water, 
And  thick  clouds  to  cover  him." 
...  He  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered  them : 
He  cast  forth  lightnings,  and  destroyed  them." 
"...  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  be  holy : 
And  with  a  perfect  man  &ou  shalt  be  perfect." 
Semnants  of  parallelism  are  also  found  in  some  of  the  Old 
English  poems,  arising,  it  is  supposed,  from  the  same  cause  that 
produced  it  among  the  Hebrews,  vie.  the  constmction  of  poems  in

In  tmt,  all  throat^  tbe  poem  Ljdgatc  gim  one  the  iin[KeasioD 
tiiMt  b«  M  KUiriag  with  all  bia  might  to  expnaa  himaelf  witfa  the 
ntn'ont  Kffit^v«n«aa  eombined  with  the  ntmoat  tnith,  but  that  ^ 
Im  tiaa  IM  infalli^Je  tomtaatd  ol  the  "  mot  joste "  and  beks  the 
art  t«  f^ytianrat  the  whole  bj  depictii^  aalj  the  eaaeiitial  linn,  be 
mfkn  U>  attain  bte  end  hf  the  einpUTinent  of  coBSoentions  and 
la)/^>n«  detail  aod  hj  a  free  oae  of  epithet  and  paiapbnue.  Other 
characteristioi  of  bis  retse  are  tbe  great  length  of  bis  aenteneee  and 
the  fneilom  with  which  be  emplojs  the  parenthesis.  The  result  of 
thi>  if  tliat  be  often  looea  nght  of  th»  main  current  of  his  ides  and 
ptinlwta  s  passage  which  is  a  mere  conglomeration  of  sentences  and 
phrwea,  withont  a  shape  or  centre,  and  sometimes  nnited  by  a  fanl^ 
syntactical  constmction.  He  often  gives  the  impiesaioii  that  he  is 
afraid  of  fort^etting  some  point  that  bas  struck  him,  and  so  writes  it 
down  directly  it  comes  into  bis  mind,  careless  whether  or  no  it 
interfeies  with  tbe  eoone  of  bis  sentence.  His  verse  is  still  further 
complicated  by  tbe  nse  (tf  the  various  devices  of  which  examples 
have  already  been  given,  and  tbe  general  impiesdon  we  gather  a» 
we  read  is  that  it  is  not  so  much  composed  as  strung  togetber.  We 
must  lemember,  bowerer,  that  in  this  poem  at  least  De  GoileTille  as 
well  as  Lydgate  most  bear  tbe  responsibility  for  some  of  the  defects. 
The  general  oonstruction,  tbe  monotonous  manner  of  iDtrodndng 
the  oharaotera,  the  insertion  of  long  arguments  and  descriptions  are 
primarily  due  to  him,  as  are  even  some  of  the  expletive  phrases  and 
repetitions.     Take  for  instance  these  lines ;

£t  franchise  de  voleote

£n  tel  nmiiiere  que  le  corps 

ObeisBOit  a  boa  ame  Ion ; 

£t  si  rendoient  subjection 

Les  forces  baases  a  laison, 

Ce  quest  bas  a  ce  que  dessus, 

Les  moiiies  dignes  aux  dignes  plus."     (PetiL  fol.  iv.) 

This  passage,  represented  in  Lydgate  by  II.  1011-1037,  contains, 
as  we  may  see,  fully  as  many  parallelisms  as  Lydgate  was  accustomed 
to  employ,  although  we  cannot  deny  that  in  some  cases  Lydgate 
would  take  one  single  idea  of  De  GuileviUe's  and  express  it  under 
two  or  three  forms. 

"  Car,  a  leur  dieu  ilz  deeobeircnt, 
£t  perditent  lauctorile 

De  qnoy  dessus  ie  tay  patle;"    (fol.  iv.  back.) 
In  Lydgate  we  find  (II.  1055-1061) : 

"  But  whan  they  gan  to  God  trespace, 
They  lost  iJierfredam  and  ther  grace, 
Jjijff  alto,  and  Hberte 
And  hooly  ther  auctoryte. 
Off  wycb  thou  hast  h«cd  me  seye." 
Again  we  read  in  the  French : 

"  Mais  a  quelle  fin  ien  vendroie 
Eucor  pas  bien  pense  sauoye,"     (foL  x.) 
Lydgate  represents  this  by : 

"  This  faiitasj/e  fyl  in  my  thovM; 
But,  Got  wot,  I  wystS  nouht, 
Nor  knetee  ful  lytd  {at  the  lerle) 
What  was  the  ffyn  of  my  requeste. 
Nor  took  but  hjtel  lieed  t/ier-to."     (2813-17.) 
In  these  extracts  I  have  italicized  those  portions  that  have  no 
«zact  counterpalt  in  the  French. 

There  is  not  mnch  to  be  said  for  the  style  of  the  Pilgrimage,  bat 
the  little  that  there  is  it  would  be  ungradons  to  omit.  We  most 
therefore  obserre  that  in  a  few  passages  Lyt^te  really  seems  to  take 
considerable  pleasare  in  what  he  is  describing  and  expresses  his 
feelings  with  some  vigoar,  freshness  and  poetic  feeling.  The  best 
examples  of  this  aie  the  description  of  the  heavenly  Jenualem 
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(U.  323-63X  the  aoconnt  of  Youth  (11. 11133-11212),  and  Mpecially 
tile  pass^e  on  the  leviTi^i^  power  of  Nature  (11.  3434--35S3). 

The  whole  qaestioa  of  Lydgate'a  style  has  been  treated  with  bo 
much  detail  and  so  many  examples  in  the  Introdnction  to  Secuon 
atid  Sentuaiiiy  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  expatiate  foither  upon 
ite  peouliarities.  I  will  theiefoiB  conclude  this  study  by  giving  one 
more  parallel  passage  which  illastrates  in  a  marked  d^iee  many  of 
the  characteristics  referred  to  above,  especially  Lydgate's  love  of 
amplification,  explanation,  and  parallelism.

An  eJition  of  Biinyan's  works,  edited  by  Dr.  Geoi^  Offor  and 
published  in  1853,  contains,  hs  an  appendix,  a  defence  of  Bun^an's 
oiiginaJity,  upon  ivhich  doubts  bad  been  thrown  by  rarious  authors, 
some  of  them  of  high  repute. 

Dr. ,  Dibdin  in  Typographical  AnHquHies, '  speaking  of  tho 
PiiffrimoQe  of  the  Soui,  says:  "This  extraordinary- production, 
rather  than  Bernard's  /«/e  of  Man,  laid  the  foundation  of  John 
Bunyan's  FUffrim'g  JProgress."  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  as  he  states  in  a 
postscript  to  a  Life  of  Bunyan,  considered  that  either  Bernard's  Isle 
of  Man,  or  Spencer's  Faery  &ieen,  "if  not  both,  gave  birth  to  the 
Pilffi-im'g  Frogresa."  Mr.  Monlgomeiy  tlionght  that  the  print  and 
verses  called  The  Pilgrim  in  Witney's  Emblems  suggested  the  idea 
of  the  book.  Hr.  Chambers,  of  Edinburgh,  considered  that  Bunyan 
could  not  have  been  ignorant  of  Gavin  Douglas's  Palace  of  Honour.  . 
D'Israeli,  in  his  Amenities  of  Literatttre,  made  the  tentative  sug- 
gestion that  there  was  some  connection  between  Bunyan's  masterpiece 
and  Piers  Plomnan. . 

These  ideos  are  briefly  and  in  most  cases  effectively'  disposed  of 
by  Dr.  Offor,  who  (after  his  study  and  analysis  of  these  and  many 
other  allegorical  works)  hm.1  come  to  the  sincere  conclusion  that  not 
a  sentence  in  the  Pilgrim's  Progress  could  be  proved  to  have  any 
other  origin  than  the  Bible  or  Bunyan's  own  mind. 

Amongst  the  allegories  cited  by  him  wo  find  the  PUgrimage  of 
the  Life  of  Man,  of  which  he  gives  a  somewhat  insufBcient  analysis. 
No  one  had  so  far  asserted  that  Bunyan  owed  any  debt  to  this 
particular  work ;  but  only  a  few  years  after  Offor's  edition  of  the 
Pilgrim's  Progress  was  published  just  such  a  suggestion  appeared. 

In  1858  was  pabllshed  by  Basil  Montagu  Pickering  Tlie  Ancient 
Poem  of  Gttillaume  de  GtiileoiUe,  etditled  le  Pelerinage  de  VHomme, 
compared  tnlh  the  Pilgrim's  Progress  of  John  Bunyan. 

This  book  ^vas  compiled  from  notes  collected, by  the  late  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Hill,  and  contained  a  comparison  of  various  patisages  from 
Banyan  and  from  the  second  version  of  De  Guileville's  poem,  as  well 
as  an  appendix  consisting  of  long  e^^tracts  from  Lydgate's  version 
and  a  piose  synopsis  of  many  parts  not  thus  quoted. 

Nathaniel  Hill's  argument  takes  the  following  coarse.  He  Qrst 
points  out  the  provalence  of  allegorical  writing  for  more  than  three 
centariea  before  Bunyan,  and  then  indicates  the  sources  from  which 
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De  Guilevitle  and  Bunjiaii  "drew  and  embellislied  their  com- 
posiliona,"  viz.  the  Bible,  chivalrous  literature,  and  the  tiadiUonal 
literature  of  the  people,  such  as  ballads,  chap-books,  and  the  popular 
loroances  of  Guy  of  Wauoidc,  etc. 

After  a  dissertation  on  the  great  extent  to  vhich  writers  of 
genius  have  made  use  of  already  existing  literary  material,  Ifathaniel 
Hill  goes  on  to  bring  forward  evidences  of  the  popularity  of  Be 
Guileville'a  Dream  in  England,  such  as  Chaucer's  translation  of  the 
ABC  poem  to  the  Virgin,  Hs  imitation  of  the  final  passage  in  the 
Book  of  the  DttditK,  aud  the  numerous  translations  of  it  wliich  exist, 
both  in  prose  and  verse. 

He  gives  a  list  of  these  versions,  among  which  he  includes, 
however,  eeveml  MSS.  and  one  printed  edition  of  the  Pilgrimags  of 
the  Soul.  To  these  I  have  not  had  access,  but  moet  probably  they 
are  translations  of  the  second  portion  of  De  Guileville's,  great  poem, 
that  of  the  pilgrimage  "  de  lame  separ^e  du  corps." 

IText^  "in  order  still  further  to  show  the  concurrence — at  least 
of  idena,  if  not  of  diction — between  De  Guileville  and  Bunyan" 
Hill  quotes  a  large  number  of  passages  &om  the  Fieoch  of  De 
Guileville  and  from  Bunyan'a  Filgrim'a  Progress,  and  concludes  with 
various  extracts  from  other  poets — sudi  ae  Langland,  Walter  Uapes, 
Hampole,  Dunbar  and  Hawes — by  means  of  which  he  designs  to 
illustrate  some  traditional  forms  of  expression  common  in  the  14th 
and  I5th  centniies,  aud  also  used  by  Bunyan. 

The  general  trend  of  his  argument  is,  of  course,  to  show  that 
Bunyan  was  acquainted  with  De  Guiteville's  PUgrimage  and  was 
influenced  by  it  to  a  considerable  extent  in  writing  his  Piigrim's 
Progress.  Aa  his  editors  point  out,  "  Tlie  late  Mr,  ITathaniel  Hill 
intended  to  have  made  tlie  following  Papers  the  groundwork  of  a 
lai^er  publication  on  the  Pilgrim's  Progi-ees  of  Bunyan,  in  which 
he  proposed  showing  that  Bunyan  had  been  indebted,  for  many 
portions  of  his  story,  to  some  of  the  early  mediaval  Bomances." 

His  death  prevented  the  carrying  out  of  this  design ;  but  as  it 
was  on  De  Guileville'e  poem  that  Mr.  Hill's  views  were  principally 
founded,  this  is  the  less  to  be  regretted. 

The  question  now  to  be  considered  is  how  far  Mr.  Hill  proved 
his  case,  and  how  far  Bnnyan  appears  really  to  have  been  influenced 
by  mediseval  writets,  and  especially  by  De  Guileville. 

That  there  are  undoubted  conespondeuces  between  the  two 
pilgrim^es  may  be  at  once  admitted. 
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Eadi  is  in  the  aimilitude  of  a  dream  and  describes  tlie  journey  of 
a  pilgrim  to  the  Celestial  City.  In  each  case  a  heavenly  guide  to 
point  out  the  way,  to  rebuke  or  to  encourage,  is  given  to  the  pilgrim ; 
in  Christian's  case  Evangelist,  in  Da  Guileville's  Grace  Diea.  Each 
pilgrim  also  receives  a  mark  of  consecration,  thougii  Da  Guileville  is 
"  crossyd  "  at  hia  baptism,  and  Christian's  mark  iii  his  forehead  is 
not  given  him  until  he  stands  before  the  Cross  of  Christ  Each  is 
beset  in  his  path  by  difficulties  and  adversaries.  Cliristian  meets 
mth  Worldly  Wiseman,  ApoUyon,  Vanity  Fair  and  ita  inhabitants, 
Demas  who  tempts  him  to  turn  aside-  for  money.  Giant  Despair  who 
catches  Mm  as  be  wanders  in  By-Fath  meadow,  the  ElatterAr, 
Atheist  and  I^orance.  In  De  Guileville  we  get  figures  cor- 
responding to  all  or  nearly  all  of  these.  Beside  Ignorance  we  may 
place  Rude  Entendement.  For  Apollyon  we  have  Satan  the  Hunter, 
for  DemoB,  Avarice  with  her  golden  idoL  Giant  Despair  catches  the 
pilgrim  who  seeks  easy  going  in  a  by-paOi,  the  cord  of  Desperation  is 
leady  for  him  who  is  overcome  by  Sloth. 

For  Vanity  Fair  we  have  the  Sea  of  the  World ;  and  for  Envy, 
Supeistitiou,  Lord  Casual  Delight,  Lord  Desire-of- Vain-Glory,  Mr. 
Malice,  Mr.  Love-Lust  and  the  others  tve  find  Envy,  Astroli^, 
Fortune,  Conspiiacy  and  Worldly  Gladness,  who  possess  between 
them  nearly  all  the  amiable  characteristics  Bunyan  has  personified  in 
hid  description  of  the  inhabitants  of  Vanity  Fair. 

Instead  of  Worldly  Wiseman  we  have  Eeason  and  Mature,  who 
resent  the  doings  of  Grace  Dien  as  Worldly  Wiseman  scorns  the 
counsel  of  EvaOgblist. 

The  house  of  Grace  Dieu  in  which  the  Pilgrim  sees  the  wonders 
of  the  ointments,  the  sword  and  keys  and  the  sacramental  change, 
and  hears  the  explanations  of  these  things  from  Reason  and  Grace 
Dien,  is  represented  in  Bunyan  by  the  Interpreter's  House,  in  which 
Christian  is  taught  many  profitable  things ;  and  the  "  chaumbre  ful 
secree"  into  which  Grace  Dien  leads  the  Pilgrim  to  receive  hia 
armour  stands  perhaps  for  the  House  Beautiful  in  which  Christiau 
is  similarly  endowed.  The  meaning  of  the  armour  is  the  same  in 
each  narrative,  and  it  even  seems  to  me  that  1  can  perceive  some 
conourreuoe  of  idea  in  the  fact  that  Grace  Dieu  suffers  the  Pilgrim 
to  go  unarmed,  save  for  sling  and  stone,  while  Faithful  also  passes  on 
his  pilgrimage  without  visituig  the  House  Beautiful  or  receiving  the 
armour. 

There  are   other  correspondences  of  a  man  or  less  doubtCol 
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character.  The  Tricket-gate,  [dacedby  BnnTan  attiieb^pnnmg  of  the 
path.ia  mentioDedbyBe  GuUeville  as  the  actual  enti;  to  the  Celestial 
City,  while  either  Moral  Virtue'e  gate  or  the  ri?er  of  baptism  cor- 
leeponds  more  oearlj  to  Bunyan's  wicltet.  (Nathaniel  Hill  compaieB 
this  river  with  the  Slongh  of  Despond.) 

Chriatiaa  and  Faithful  receive  certificates  on  starting,  vhich  are 
to  be  Riven  in  at  the  .gate  of  the  city  when  they  arrive.  Be 
GnileviUe'a  Pilgrim  is  presented  with  a  scrip  and  staff  "  wyeh  al 
pilgiymes  ouhte  to  have,"  and  which  they  leave  ontside  the  gate  on 
enterii^ 

Christian  receives  a  toll  of  promise  after  the  sight  of  Christ's 
Cross  has  fieed  him  from  his  burden.  Be  Goileville's  Pilgrim  also 
receives  rolls  at  various  times  for  his  instruction  or  comfort,  such  as- 
.  the  poema  on  the  Creed  and  the  Trinity,  and  the  bill  of  Oiace  Biea 
containing  the  ABO,  which  is  brought  to  him  after  he  is  cast  off 
by  Fortune.  In  more  close  correspondence  mth  Christian's  roll, 
however,  is  the  Testament  of  Christ  in  which  the  gift  of  peace  is 
bequeaUied  to  man. 

But,  close  though  some  of  these  reeemblances  may  seem  to  be, 
tiie  differences,  and  especially  the  implicit  ones,  are  far  more  striking. 
Thus,  though  both  Christian  and  Be  Goileville's  Pilgrim,  are  moved 
by  powerful  impulses  to  go  on  pilgrimi^e,  the  manner  of  Uie  in<ute- 
ment  is  sharply  contrasted,  since  in  Christian's  case  the  moving 
cause  is  fear  of  judgment,  while  in  Be  Gnileville'a  it  is  the  vision 
of  celestial  happiness. 

It  must  be  noticed,  however,  that  as  Christian  walks  with 
Pliable  towards  the  wicket-gate,  ho  discourses  to  him  concerning  the 
Heavenly  Eingdoni  in  terms  which  bear  some  resemblance  to  those 
of  Be  Guilaville's  vision.     (Lyd.  345-438.) 

"  There  is  an  endless  kingdom  to  bo  inhabited,  and  everlasting 
life  to  be  gjven  us,  that  ire  may  inhabit  that  kingdom  for  ever.  .  .  . 
There  are  crowns  of  glory  to  be  given  us ;  and  garments  that  will 
make  us  shine  like  the  sun  in  the  firmament  of  heaven.  .  .  .  lliere 
shall  be  no  more  cijring  nor  sorrow ;  for  He  that  is  owner  of  the 
place  will  wipe  all  tears  from  our  eyes.  .  .  .  There  we  shall  he 
with  seraphims  and  cherabims,  creatures  that  will  dazzle  your  eyes 
to  look  on  them.  There  also  yon  shall  meet  with  thousands  and  ten 
thousands  that  have  gone  before  us  to  that  place.  Kone  of  them 
are  hurtfol,  but  loving  and  holy,  every  one  walking  in  the  sight  of 
God,  and  standing  in  his  presence  with  acceptance  for  ever.    In  a 
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woid,  tliera  we  ahall  s«e  the  eldets  with  their  golden  crowna ;  there 
we  shall  see  the  holy  virgina  with  their  golden  harps ;  there  we 
shall  see  meo  that  hy  the  world  wera  cut  in  pieces,  bnmt  in  flames, 
eaten  of  beasts,  drowned  in  Qio  seas,  for  the  love  that  they  bore  to 
the  Lord  of  tiie  place,  all  well,  and  clothed  with  immoitalit;  as  with 
a  ganneaL" 

Very  marked  is  the  difference  between  the  ways  in  which  th» 
two  Pilgrims  are  freed  from  the  burden  of  sin.  To  begin  with. 
Christian  is  conscious  of  the  burden  ;  its  presence  is  terrible  to  him 
and  he  seeks  earnestly  to  be  rid  of  it  De  Gatleville's  Pilgrim  has 
apparently  no  sense  of  sin ; 

"  What  nedyth  yt  to  wnssh^  me, 

Or  bathe,  when  yt  ys  no  node ; 

ffor  I  am  clene  wac^  in  dede 

ffrom  al  f«Uh  and  nnclenueaee."    (IL  970-973.) 

— and  even  after  Grace  Dien's  long  explanation  of  the  doctrine  of 
original  sin,  he  does  not  appear  to  be  inwardly  convicted  so  much  as 
convinced  of  the  hopelessness  of  rebelling  against  authority  : 
"  Thanns  me  sempte  y  t  was  but  veyn, 

More  for  me  to  speke  a-geyn. 

Or  makS  replycacioun 

Ageynys  her  oppjnyonn."     (U.  1291-1394.) 

The  Pilgrim  is  freed  from  this  original  sin  by  the  washing  of 
baptism,  but  Christian  bears  his  burden  long  after  he  has  entered 
upon  the  strait  path,  not  does  he  leave  it  in  the  Interpreter's  House 
(which,  as  above  said,  may  be  taken  to  correspond  to  the  Church, 
or  house  of  Grace  Dieu),  but  only  before  the  Cross  of  Christ 

There  is,  however,  a  passage  further  on  in  the  Pilfft'image,  in 
which  the  Pilgrim  admits  his  inability  to  return  to  innocence  through 
his  own  efforts,  and  is  directed  by  Grace  Bien  to  look  for  help  to 
the  four  parte  of  Christ's  Cross  (12441-12673),  which  may  be  com- 
pared with  the  loosing  of  Christian's  bnrden  before  the  Cross. 

Another  point  of  difference  is  that  Be  Guileville's  all^ory  is  a 
pi^rimage  of  the  life  of  man,  and  follows  the  Pilgrim  from  birth  to 
death  (see  U.  643-6S1  and  1.  975)— though  the  device  by  which  an 
in&nt  is  made  to  discuss  the  doctrine  of  original  sin  seems  somewhat 
lacking  in  even  allegorical  jitness, — while  the  Pilgrim's  Progress 
only  begins  when  Christian  is  first  awakened  to  the  sense  of  sin, 
sad  deals  porely  with  his  gpiriitial  experiences.  The  Pdffrimage 
also  is  chiefly  concerned  with  spiritual  experiences,  but  when  we 
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reacb  the  part  at  which  the  Pilgrim  enters  the  monastety,  the 
allegory  frequently  faiJs,  and  we  are  treated  to  long  descriptionfl 
which,  though  symbolical  in  a  way,  are  yet  dialinct  deTiationa  from 
the  original  path  of  the  allegory,  and  represent  rather  objective 
occurrences  tlian  the  personal  experiences  of  the  soul. 

But  the  greatest  difference  of  all  consists  in  the  fact  Uiat  De 
Gnileville's  poem  is  to  a  great  degree  an  exposition  and  enforcement 
of  the  chief  doctrines  of  the  Boman  Church,  and  the  experiences 
tlirongh  which  the  Pilgrim  passes  are  such  as  would  beet  throw  into 
relief  the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  that  Church,  Thus  all  the 
preparation  which  the  Pilgrim  receives  foi  his  journey  is  Church 
preparation.  He  is  baptized,  he  is- instructed  in  the  8aci«ment^  and 
in  the  points  of  priestly  dominion,  he  is  taught  (by  the  extraordinaiy 
episode  of  the  placing  of  his  eyes  in  his  ears)  to  rely  upon  au&ority 
only,  be  is  warned  against  too  great  reliance  on  reason,  he  is  presented 
with  the 

"  articlee  off  our  creaunce,  .... 
The  wych  wor  mad  (with-oute  stryfl) 

(6911-6914)  In  hooly  cherohe  prymytyft" 

And  then,  finally, when  he  has  passed  through  the  various  incidents 
of  liis  pK^ress,  and  with  siained  conscience  cries  to  God  for  help,  it 
is  to  penance  and  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  as  exercised  in 
monasteries,  that  Grace  Dieu  bids  him  resort  in  order  to  defend 

himself 

(22111)  "  Ageyne  the  ffende  and  alle  bis  myght" 

We  see  therefore  tliat  the  spirit  pervading  the  PUgrimage  of  iha 
Life  of  Man  is,  in  spite  of  many  resemblances  of  detail,  very 
different  from  that  which  animates  the  PUgrim'a  Proffreu.  This, 
however,  would  not  in  itself  be  enough  to  prove  that  Bonyan  waa 
not  influenced  by  the  older  work,  for  we  might  well  suppose  that 
if  fa^  w»e  acquainted  with  the  allegory  he  might  adopt  the  general 
idea  and  such  details  as  pleased  him,  and  throw  them  into  a  form 
accordant  with  his  Puritan  theology,  while  rejecting  all  those  parts 
which  were  an  offence  to  hira. 

But  there  are  other  ergnmente  against  this  theory. 

First  we  may  notice  that  Banyan  is  not  at  all  likely  to  have  had 
any  acquaintane  with  the  Pilgrimage.  'Lydgate's  poem  had  never 
been  printed,  only  three  copies  of  it  are  known,  and  therefore  its 
inrculation  must  have  been  comparatively  small ;  nor  can  we  suppose 
that  Bunyan,  an  unlearned  man  of  low  rank,  would  be  likely  to 
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have  access  to  suuli  a  macuscript,  oi  that  he  ^oald  be  able  to  reai] 
it  even  if  he  had  come  across  it^ 

We  have  what  seems  to  be  a  fairly  trustworthy  record  of  tlie 
mei^reiiess  of  Bnnyitn's  library.  He  was  put  to  school  as  a  boy 
and  taught  to  read  and  write,  "  the  which  I  also  attained,  according 
to  the  rate  of  other  poor  men's  children,  though  to  my  shame  I  con- 
fess I  did  soon  lose  that  I  had  learned  even  almost  ntterty,  end 
that  long  before  the  Lord  did  work  his  gracious  woik  of  conver- 
sion upon  my  scuL" 

We  see,  iiom  this  pass^,  that  Bnnyan  cannot  have  read  much 
prior  to  his  conversion.  Serious  books  we  know  he  avoided, 
for  he  tells  ns  that "  when  I  have  seen  some  read  in  those  books 
that  concerned  Christian  piety,  it  irould  be,  as  it  were,  a  prison 
to  me." 

Books  of  a  more  worldly  type  were  perhaps  occasionally  read  by 
him  if  we  may  take  as  embodying  personal  experience  the  passage 
in  Sighs  from  Sell  where  a  lost  sinner  confesses  to  Abraham  the 
manner  in  which  he  trented  the  Scriptures.  "The  Scriptures," 
thought  I,  "  what  are  they!  ....  Give  me  a  ballad,  a  nevrs-hook, 
George  on  Horseback,  or  Bevis  of  Southampton."  But  it  is  not 
likely  that  such  books  were  a  great  temptation  to  him,  or  we  should 
surely  have  had  detailed  reference  to  them,  along  with  the  other 
temptations  of  his  youth,  in  Grace  Abounding. 

It  is  expressly  recorded  that  at  his  marriage  his  wife  brought 
him  two  books,  The  Plain  Man's  Paihviay  to  Heanen  and  the 
Praetiee  of  Piety,  and  that  these  he  sometimes  read.  Foxe's  Book 
of  Martyrs  was  one  of  his  most  cherished  possessions,  and  Luther's 
Commentai'y  on  Qalatiaiw,  which  he  happened  to  come  across  in  a 
time  of  conflict  and  darkness,  drew  from  him  the  testimony  that  he 
preferred  it  before  all  the  books  that  ever  he  had  seen,  excepting  the 
Holy  Bible,  as  most  fit  for  a  wounded  conscience. 

So  far,  then,  as  we  can  gather  from  existing  records  these  few 
books,  together  with  the  Bible,  formed  his  library.  Of  course  it 
is  possible  that  there  may  have  been  others,  but  it  is  unprofitable  to 
speculate  on  the  point  since  in  one  Book  alone — the  Bible — supple-

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mented  hy  Bunyan'e  own  experience,  ire  may  trace  all  the  influences 
neceasaiy  for  the  productioo  of  the  PUgrim's  Progresn. 

Aa  the  QameroaB  marginal  refeieuces  show,  the  very  passage  on 
the  Ueaveoly  JeruBolem,  which  has  been  compaied  above  wilh 
Lydgate'e  description  of  the  same,  is  dtawn  in  almost  every  par- 
ticular, and  sometimes  word  for  word,  ftom  the  Bible.  Christian's 
armour  is  the  armom  of  God  described  in  Epheaians  vL  11-17.  The 
Sgtit  with  Apollyou  is  an  amplification  of  the  text  "  Beaist  the  devil 
and  he  will  flee  from  you  "  (James  iv.  7).  The  description  of  the 
Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death  is  drawn  from  various  passages  in  the 
Faalms  and  in  Job ;  the  origin  of  the  idea  of  Taulty  Fair  is  indicated  by 
many  refsieaces, — to  the  Icingdoms  of  .thie  world  shown  to  our  Loid 
by  the  Tempter  (Matt.  iv.  8 ;  Luke  iv.  fi,  6,7);  to  the  necessity  for 
passing  through  the  temptations  of  the  world  (1  Cor.  v.  10) ;  to  the 
lamentations  over  the  vanity  of  transitory  things  in  EcclesiasteB.- 
All  throngh  the  book  the  language  of  the  Bible  is  employed ;  the 
figures  and  symbols  used  are  those  drawn  from  Holy  Writ;  the 
doctrines  insisted  npon  are  supported  by  scriptural  refeience  after 
reference. 

And  what  of  the  general  course  of  the  all^ry  and  the  per- 
sonages represented  in  itl  In  almost  every  point  it  may  be 
brought  into  line  with  Bnnyan's  own  experiences.  The  coarse  of 
bis  early  religions  life — his  first  awakening,  his  attempts  to  attain 
righteousness  by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  his  despair  when  he  dis- 
covered the  shallowness  of  tiiie  reformation,  the  instruction  he 
received  from  the  Baptist  minister,  Mr.  Giffoid — are  all  faithfully 
reflected  in  the  experiences  of  Christian  as  he  travels  towards  the 
wicket-gate,  in  his  acceptance  of  the  aigumente  of  Worldly  Wiseman, 
in  his  struggles  in  the  Slongh  of  Despond,  in  the  character  and 
words  of  Evangelist 

It  was  a  sermon  on  the  love  of  Christ  which  opened  the  wlcket- 
gate  to  Bunyan's  soul,  and  ravealed  to  him  the  mind  of  that  One 
who  was  "willing  with  all  his  heart"  to  let  him  in.  In  the 
character  and  house  of  the  Inteipieter  we  may  trace  again  the 
figure  of  Mr.  Gifford  and  the  reUgioos  assembly  over  which  he 
presided ;  in  the  terrible  picture  of  the  Yalley  of  the  Shadow  of 
Death  we  may  follow  the  experience  of  those  months  of  conflict 
during  which  Bnnyan  was  so  tormented  by  spiritual-  tempta- 
tions and  by  the  influence  of  his  early  sins,  that  nothing  but  the 
grace  of  God  can  have  preserved  the  balance  of  his  reason.    It 
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was  at  this  point  that  lie  pame  Tipon  Luthet's  Commentai'y  on 
Gdlatiant;  and,  as  Br.  Cheever  points  out,. this  may  be  "  the  original 
of  just  that  beautiful  incident  recorded  in  the  progress  of  Chriatiau 
through  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death,  where,  when  Christian 
had  travelled  in  this  disconsolate  condition  some  considerable  time, 
he  thought  lie  beard  the  voice  of  a  man  as  going  before  him,  saying, 
'  Though  I  walk  through  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death,  I  will 
fear  no  ill,  for  Thou  art  with  me.'  This,  doubtless,  was  Luther's 
voice ;  and  by  it  Banyan  perceived  that  some  others  who  feared  God 
might  be  in  this  valley  as  well  as  himself,  and  that  God  was  with 

Nor  can  we  fail  to  trace  in  the  other  personages  of  the  allegory 
a  resemblance  to  many  he  must  have  met,  especially  in  such 
characters  as  Pliable,  Talkative,  LitUe  Faith,  Worldly  Wiseman, 
and  the  Judge  and  Juiy  iu  Vanity  Fair,  all  of  them  types  likely  to  be 
produced  by  the  political  and  religious  conditions  which  prevailed  at 
the  time  when  the  Pilgnm't  Frogreft  was  written. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  pursue  this  line  of  argument  further,  and  I 
will  conclude  with  Bunyan'e  own  testimony  to  the  originality  of  his 
work. 

"  The  Bible  and  the  Concoidance,"  he  says  in  one  place,  "  are 
my  only  library  in  my  writings,  and  I  never  fished  in  other  men's 
wateM." 

^L^in,  in  the  poetical  preface  to  the  Holij  War,  writing  to  defend 
himself  against  the  assertion  that  the  PUffi-im't  Progrem  was  not 
his,  he  says : 

"  It  come  from  mine  own  heart,  so  to  my  head. 

And  thence  into  my  fingers  trickled ; 

ThMi  to  my  pen,  from  whence  immediately 

On  paper  I  did  dribble  it  daintily. 

Manner  and  matter,  too,  was  all  mine  own, 

Nor  was  it  unto  any  mortal  known 

Till  Z  had  done  it ;  nor  did  any  then 
..  By  books,  by  wits,  by  tongues,  or  hand,  or  pen, 

Add  five  words  to  it,  or  wrote  half  a  line 

Thereof ;  the  whole,  and  every  whit,  is  mine." 

In  TAe  Autlwr'B  Apdogy  for  hit  Book  prefixed  to  the  PilffHm's 
Ptogrett  there  is  further  evidence  to  the  aame  effect.  This  apology 
contains  Banyan's  reasons  for  writing  in  the  allegorical  style,  a  style 
which  he  defends  by  reference  to  the  symbols  and  parables  of  Holy 
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Writ,  and  he  gives  nlao  an  &ccotint  of  the  inceptioD  and  banning 
of  the  Pilgrim's  Progi-eiB, 

"  When  at  the  first  I  took  my  pen  in  hand 
Thus  for  to  write,  I  did  not  nndeistand 
That  I  at  all  should  make  a  little  book 
In  such  a  mode ;  nay,  I  had  undertook 
To  make  another,  which  when  alrooat  done. 
Before  Z  was  aware,  I  thus  begun. 

And  thus  it  was :  I,  writing  of  the  way 

Ajid  race  of  saints  in  tliis  our  gospel-day. 

Fell  suddcmly  into  an  allegory 

About  their  journey  and  the  way  to  glory. 

In  more  than  twenty  things,  wluch  I  set  down ; 

This  done,  I  twen^  more  had  in  ray  crown ; 

And  they  began  again  to  multiply. 

Like  sparks  that  from  the  coals  of  fire  do  fly. 

Nay  then,  thought  I,  if  that  you  breed  so  fast, 

I'll  put  you  by  yourselTes,  lest  you  at  last 

Should  prove  o^  infinitum,  and  eat  out 

The  book  that  I  already  am  about." 

TheR^  extracts  make  it  evident  that  Bunyan  (even  though  further 
on  he  declares  that  for  the  practice  of  nsing  figures  and  similitudes 
he  has 

"  Examples,  t4Xi,  aod  that  from  them  that  have 
Qod  better  pleased  by  their  words  or  ways 
Than  any  man  that  breathcth  now-a-days,") 

was  certainly  not  aware  of  being  affected  by  any  external  influences. 
Of  coune  it  is  possible  that  there  may  have  been  literary  influences 
at  work  of  which  he  was  not  conscious,  and  that  the  idea  of  the 
dream,  the  journey  from  this  world  to  tlie  next,  and  perhaps  a  few 
minor  details  may  tmye  bean  due  to  such.  But  it  has  been  pointed 
out  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  resort  to  the  theory,  nor  are  the 
correspondences  between  Lydgate'a  Pilgrintage  and  finnyan's 
Pitgrim'B  Progress  sufficiently  unmistakable  to  counterbalance  the 
improbability  of  the  assumption  that  the  younger  writ«  should 
ever  have  come  across  the  work  of  the  elder.

"  The  Peregrination  of  Maunes  Lyfe,"  enumerated  by  Skeltou  as  among 
his  prose  works.  Warton  (Hiflt.  of  Bng.  Poetry,  III,  163,  ed.  1824)  ' 
thinks  ihia  may  have  been  a  translation  "from  the  French,  perhaps 
of  Onillaame,  prior  of  Chanlis."    (Not  extant.) 

On  the  fly-leaf  of  Verard'a  edition  is  the  following  MS.  note:  "This 
Romance  had  been  printed  in  the  CaBtilian  langaage  as  early  ss 
1480  under  the  following  title — 'El  peregrinage  de  la  vida  humana 
compnesto  por  Fray  GuUlelmo  de  Oralleville  Abad  de  tienlis, 
traduzido  en  volgar  Castillano  por  Fray  Vincenlio  Mazoello  en 
Tolosa  por  Henrique  Aleman,  14S),  in  folio.  V.  Uarohand,  hist,  de 
I'imprimerie.' " 

The  book  in  Qneen's  College  Libra^,  Oxford,  called  in  the  catalogue 
"The  books  of  the  pilg^ymage  of  Man.  (Translated  into  Engliah 
metre,  by  an  anooymone  writer,  from  a  proM  version  by  WiSiam 
HendMd,  Prior  of  Leominater,  of  the  French  work  of  Guillaume 
de  Guillerville.)  London.  Bicbard  Faqnes  (aboat  1625?)' is  not  a 
translation  of  tho  Pilgrimage  of  ths  Life  of  Man,  bat  is  quite  a  different 
poem. 

Aa  above  noted,  the  second  recension  of  Deguileville's  poem,  which 
ia  the  version  aflerwarde  pot  into  Epgliah  by  Lydgate,  eziats  in 
England  in  MS.  in  Lord  Crawford's  Library,  an(i  in  print  in  the 
Brit  Mns.,  in  the  Bodleian  Library,  Oxford,  and  in  the  library  of 
Mr.  Alfi«d  Huth.  In  both  the  Brit  Mns.  and  the  Bodleian  we  find 
two  editJonai

This  edition  was  printed  in  Paris  by  B.  Bembolt  for  Barlliolde  and 
Jehan  Petit  It  bears  no  date,  but  is  ascribed  by  Stiirzinger  to 
about  the  year  1600.

This  edition  (wbich  contains  only  the  firat  of  the 
three  pilgrimages)  is  alightly  different  from  that  of  B.  and  J.  Petit 
The  differencea,  in  moat  coses,  are  verbal  variations  not  affecting  the 
Mnae,  though  in  a  few  places  the  wording  of  aa  many  as  four  or 
five  lines  is  distinct    The  prose  prayer;  accoidinE  to  St.  Bernard  is 

8 resent  in  Verard,  but  in  Petit  is  replaced  by  about  a  page  of  De 
tuleriUe's  verse. 
The  other  differences  are  editorial.  Verard  oontaina  a  table  of  contents 
according  to  the  chaptere, — Petit  has  an  alphabetical  table.  Kaoh 
contaioB  a  Prologue  da  Correctenr,  identical  as  to  the  earlier  verses, 
In  the  last  verse,  however,  there  is  a  variation,  according  as  the 
publication  of  the  book  had  to  be  ascribed  to  Berlholde  (Petit) 
or  to  Anthoioe  Verard,  and  Petit^s  Prologne  contains  two  extra 
verses,  which  eiplain  that  the  Jerusalem  spoken  of  in  the  poem  is 
the  Celestial  Jeniaalem,  and  that  the  contents  of  the  book  most  be 
understood  "  moralement  et  non  pas  literalement" 
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THE  MSS.   OF  LYDGATE'S  POEM.

This  MS.  belonged  to  the  collMtioii  of  Sir  R.  Cotton,  and  wu  injured 
in  the  fire  at  his  librtuy.  It  bu  b«en  burnt  and  torn  at  the  top,  with  the 
result  that  the  script  in  this  part  of  the  pages  is  frequently  illegible. 
Otherwise,  however,  it  is  in  good  condition,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
fol.  1,  the  ink  has  kept  its  colour  wall. 

The  script,  which  ie  fifteenth  centnry  in  oharscter,  is  small,  neat  und  / 
legible. 

The  HS.  is  written  in  blaok  ink,  withoat  illnsb^tiona,  oraamental 
capitals  or  decoration,  altbooKli  spaces  for  illastrations  have  been  left. 
Red  ink  has  been  ased  to  tooch  up  the  initial  letters  ol  the  lines  as  far  as 
fol.  156,  and  red  ink  headings  sod  phrases  ore  to  be  found,  but  in  some 
parte  they  are  written  in  blacE,  na  ore  also  tlie  occasional  sidenotes.  Here 
and  there  the  hbadings  have  been  omitted,  and  have  been  put  in  by 
another  and  later  hand. 

Portions  of  the  cover  and  fly-leaves  remain.  Hie  fly-leaf  at  the  end  ie 
scribbled  over  in  various  hands  on  one  ude,  and  on  the  reverae  is  a  note : 
—"Oar  Ladye's  A.  B.  C.  CO  iesfes  from  the  end."  In  the  M3.,  however, 
the  A.  B,  C.  does  not  appear  though  there  is  a  blank  left  for  it. 

TliB  MS.  coDsiats  of  311  foUoe,  inoluding  By-leaves,  and  contains  ahont 
21,600  linea  of  Lydgate's  poem,  aboct  3,200  lines  being  missing.  The 
principal  gaps  occur  after  fol.  263,  between  the  lines —

The  next  connderable  gap  comes  at  fol.  286,  between  the  linea —

and  after  fbl.  241— 

"That  they  reaowne  no  maner  thyng"  (L  16080),  to

which  passage   inoladee  the  whole  of  the  prayer  according  to   St. 
Barnard.

The  volume  in  which  this  Lydgate  HS.  is  found  contains  also  some 
Latin  Chronicles  and  Poems,  The  fragment  <tf  Lydgate's  poem  begins  at 
p-  39  of  the  volume  with  the  conversation  beSween  the  Pilgrim  and  . 
Avarice,  at  I,  18313,  "  May  into  heven  have  none  entre,"  and  consists  of 
rather  less  than  4000  lines. 

The  fint  page  is  mnch  stained,  and  at  intervals  throughout  the  MS. 
Hiere  are  portions  scorched  or  injured  by  the  use  of  galls,  but  in  moat 
cssei  the  injury  is  not  enongb  to  render  the  script  illegible.    At  fol.  98  of 
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the  Totnme,  however,  the  work  of  the  fire  becomes  more  evicteiit,  tnd  aa 
we  go  on  w«  find  that  the  MS.  becumea  illegible  in  the  midit  of  the 
coDveraation  between  the  Pili^ni  and  Obedience,  and  ends  witli  (bl.  106 
of  the  Tolame.  After  fol.  62  some  leaves  are  mieeing  after  the  catch- 
words, "Or  what  BDswere"  (1-  19712),  natil  "Thys  tooko^s  nor  thys 
bowys  grene"  (I,  20416)  and  alio  after  fol.  64,  from  "And  in  tliia  world 
(botlie^rA  ner)''(l.  20557),  to  "That  god  wolde  helpe  loe  on  my  weye" 
(L  20812).  The  fragment  ends  witb  L  23676,  "And  the  fatte  away  thei 
pulle." 

The  HS.,  whioh  is  on  Telltuo,  »  beantifnlly  written  in  a  neat  and  very 
legible  fifteen th-oentary  hand,  and  is  iUustrated  with  fifty-tliree  ccdonred 
drawings.  It  is  also  decorated  on  several  pages  with  tail-pieoee  of  a 
floral  design,  encloeing  oaUJi-words  intended  to  seonre  the  sequence  of 
the  sheets. 

The  HS.  is  written  it)  black  ink,  pTOWsr  names,  some  notable  pbrMea, 
and  the  few  sidenotea  being  in  red.  The  cspitats  are  in  red  and  blue, 
with  elaborate  red  flourishes,  which  in  some  cases  extand  neariy  the  whole 
length  of  the  pa^ 

The  illnstratioaa,  although  grotesque,  are  not  laeUng  in  a  nide  iropres- 
aivenees,  and  the  figures  often  have  considerable  vigour  of  action  and 
expression,  in  spite  of  the  imperfections  of  the  drawing.

This  HS.  belonged  to  John  Stowe,  the  Elizabethan  tailor  and  collector 
of  HSS,  and  antjqmties,  and  oonsista  of  379  folios  in  which  are  contuned 
the  whole  of  Lydgste's  poem.  The  passage  from  1. 160>S1  to  1.  17062, 
inolnding  the  prayer  of  St.  Bernard,  is  found  only  in  this  MS.  as  is  also  the 
oasa  with  11.  17901-18312.  Dp  to  fol.  304  the  Stowe  Ma  is  written  in  a 
Iste  fifteentb-oentory  band,  but  the  remainder  of  the  poem,  beginniog  at 
1. 17198,  "She  held  also  a  gret  ballauooe,"  has  been  copied liy  Stowe 
himself  from  another  MS. 


At  fol.  3  occurs  the  following  note  in  Stowe'e  writing:  "pilgrimage 
nde,  y.  pilgrimage  of  y*  worid,  translated  out  at  E^nche  into 
ihe  by  John  Lydgate,  monke  of  beryat  y'comandement  of  y*earle 


oTSuiabei^." 

Following  this  ia  a  note  in  another  hand :  "  Thomas  Montaonte,  E.  of 
Sa :  in  Uia  tyme  of  H.  6.  He  was  slayne  at  the  aiege  of  Orleans  by  a 
tmltet  of  stooa,  shot  from  the  enemye^a  fort  aa  he  waa  looking  ont  at  a 
iriitdowe  tfom  a  high  Tower  that  overlookd  tbe  cltlTe.  Be  dyed  3  dayes 
ftfter  his  wonnding,  being  the  3  of  Novemb.  1428  7  B.  6.  His  bodye  waa 
bronght  into  Bnglaod  A^uryed  in  the  Abbey  of  Bristleham  or  Bnokham 
in  Berkshire." 

On  p.  1  is  the  name  W.  Browne,  which  may  poaaibly  indicate  that  the 
MS.  was  orieinally  the  property  of  the  author  of  Briiannia'i  PattoraU. 

The  hand  in  which  tlie  first  two-thirds  of  the  MS.  are  written  is  mach 
leae  comftact  and  neat  than  that  of  either  Vitell.  c.  XIII  or  Tib.  A.  VII, 
aa  the  scribe  has  made  mnch  nae  of  flourished  capitals  and  long  tula  te  his 
letters.    It  is,  however,  l^ble  for  this  style  of  writing. 
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Or  the  aadior  of  the  Pilainage  da  la  Vie  Hitmowu  practioBlI  y  nothiog  ii 
known  besides  what  can  be  nUiered  from  the  poem.  From  tiiis  we  leun 
that  Dwnileville  was  a  monk  of  the  Abbev  of  Qialis,  in  V&lois,  ntm  Senlis, 
fouodeabySL  Louis,  and  th>t  he  wrote  there  in  the  jean  1330-31  a  poem 
recoidiog  a  vision  whidi  he  had  had.

In  the  commission  of  Beason  sgunst  Rode  Entendementtbe  date  1331 
is  mentioned. 

This  first  reoension  of  the  poem  was  stolen  from  him  before  he 
had  been  abie  to  pnt  it  into  Gnal  shape,  and  after  the  MSl  was  stolen  it 
was  coiried,uid  copies  of  the  onauthoriBed  varsioa  were  dispersed  throngh- 
oat  France.  Diapleased  at  tbisj  Deginleville  andertook  the  immense  task 
of  rewriting  the  poem  aod  iBsning  Uie  new  Teraion  to  all  those  plaoes  in 
which  copies  of  the  first  receiiBion  were  to  be  foaud.  This  second  version 
was  not  made  nntil  twenty-five  or  twenty-Bix  years  after  the  firs^  as  we 
learn  from  the  envoy  to  his  dream :

In  £.ydgate's  vernon  (1.  301)  "syz  and  twenty  yer"  is  the  time  men- 
tioned. 

Besides  the  Pilgrimage  of  the  Life  of  Han,  De  Q-aileville  wrote  also 
the  PAermagt  d«  tAme,  containing  an  account  of  the  judgment  of  the 
Bonl,  and  its  passage  through  Pa^atoir,  and  the  JPOeriaagi  d*  Jetu*  arid. 

We  learn  from  the  first  recension  of  the  first  pilgrim sga  that  De  Ouile- 
ville  was  thirty-six  yean  of  age  at  the  time  that  it  was  written.'  He  most 
therefore  have  been  bom  about  1294  or  1296.  The  date  of  his  death  is  not 
known,  hot  in  the  prolo^B  to  the  Pikrinagt  dt  Jetut  critt  there  is  a  men- 
tion of  the  date  "  Lan  mil  trots  cens  dnquante  hoit,"  which  proves  that  he  ' 
must  at  least  have  passed  the  age  of  uzty-foar. 

The  name  of  the  poet's  father  was  Thomas  de  gnillevyle.

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ffor  of  Thomas  de  gnillevyle 
Thaw  «rt  not  sons  on  that  party." 

[MS.  Cott  Vit«iL  C  XIII,  foL  147.) 
He  was  callod  William  after  bis  godfather : 

"  Oiijrllyam  ffor-sothly  he  hy bte 
Hya  Bumame  I  nat  no  knew."    (Lydgate,  L  1308-9.) 
and  ho  had  as  bis  patron  saint  St.  William  of  Chalis,  "the  abbot  of 
Chalrt,  thy  good  patroun  aeint  William." 

De  Visch  spaaka  of  bim  as  a  Parisien  by  birth  and  as  monk  and  prior 
of  Chalis.    Jean  Galoppes,  the  anthor  of  the  proae  version  of  the  Pilgrim- 
age, also  epeaks  of  him  aa  "  Guillaame  prieur  de  I'abba^e  de  Cbaaliz." 
De  Ooileviile  remained  in  the  abbey  of  Chalia  for  tlurty-nine  yean : 
"  for  taocounts  the  tenne  entier 
the  apace  of  XXXIX  yere 
I  was  bound  of  volunte."    (L  23029-31.) 
From  theae  dates  we  may  gather  that  he  was  bom  in  1294,  entered  tbe 
monastery  at  tbe  age  of  twenty-two  in  1316,  wrote  the  first  version  of 
his  poem  at  the  ag«  of  thirty-six  in  1330,  and  the  second  veision  in  1356, 
after  he  had  been  thirty-nine  ^ears  a  monk. 

Meyer  says  "I'autour  tirait  son  gDntoni  de  Dii^nlleville,  coDimone  da 
I'arronaiasement  de  Cherbonig,  canton  de  Beanmont'Htigue."  The  only 
other  fact  of  Beguile  villa's  life  that  seems  clear  is  that  he  was  acquainted 
with  Jean  de  Menn  (b.  ISfiO,  d,  1322  o.),  the  anthor  of  the  second  part  of 
tbe  JSomanea  ofihe  SoM :

2/30.  Chaunt^iiTe.  Thia  is  the  name  of  a  tliirtaenth-century  Fiencli 
poem,  addressed  to  those  who  sing  in  this  world  and  will  weep  in  the 
nesL  Hence  the  name  is  applied  to  any  altematiou  or  misture  of  joy  and 
sorrow.     Cf.  Chaucer,  Andida  and  JreOe,  320  ; 

"I  fare  as  doth  the  song  of  Chaunte-pleure, 
For  now  I  pleyne,  &  now  I  pleye," 

4/133.  My  lord  ofSalubwy.  See  note  in  the  deaoriptiDn  of  the  Stowe 
MS.  There  is  an  illuminalion  in  the  Harl.  MS.  4826,  representing  "  Lyd- 
gate  presenting  his  booke  called  (le  Filgritae  unto  >e  Earle  of  Sariebur;^." 
Uudomeath  the  drawing  ia  written  "Thomas  Montaoute  Earle  of  Salis- 
bury." The  «arl  is  represented  as  a  young  man  clothed  in  armour.  Thia 
Thomas  d3  Montacut«,  born  13B8,  was  eummoQed  to  Parliament  as  Earl  of 
Soliabury  in  1409,  hut  not  fully  restored  to  his  father's  rights  (which  had 
been  fonfeited  through  treason)  till  1421.  He  engaged  actively  in  the 
French  wars,  being  uie  most  famous  and  skilful  captain  on  the  English 
side,  and  noted  for  hie  courtesy,  liberaKty,  and  bravery.  His  death  at  the 
siege  of  Orleans  in  1428  was  much  lamented,  and  greatly  affected  the 
course  of  the  war. 

5/173.  G(iiliope,be  iydi  ci/theron.    Calliope  was  the  muae  who  presided 
over  eloquence  and  heroic  poetry ;  Citheron,  a  mountain  of  Bieotia,  sacred 
to  the   Muses   and  naroed  after  king  Cithteron.     In   the  Stcrtet  of  Old 
PkHiioffre*  tliB  eaeker  after  wisdom  ezpreseea  his  desire 
"To  taate  thelicourofCytheroes  tonne." 

5/176-7.  Tht  Mtgryd  tonne  Off  Iiibiter.  This  is  the  nectar  of  the  gods, 
which  waa  served  by  a  beautiful  Phrygian  youth  colled  Ganymede,  who 
was  carried  up  to  Heaven  by  Jupiter  to  take  Hebe's  place  as  cupbearer. 

9/307.  InlhtAl^ofChalyt.  The  Cistercian  abbey  of  Ohalis,Chaalit, 
Chaslia  or  Chailly  in  tne  diocese  of  Senlia  waa  fouaded  by  St.  Louis,  in  the 
twelfth  century.  According  to  the  prologue  of  the  monk  who  corrected 
the  undated  Paris  veraion  of  De  Ouilerillei  a  second  recension,  Chatis  was 
an  offshoot  of  the  ahbey  of  Pontigny,  "  ohaliz  de  pontigoy  fiUe." 

to/355.  M^rondy  kept  ffoT  coming  in.  fi(>r  =  againBt.  For  this  meaning 
of  for  cf.  PwtTj  jWmon,  Paaaus  VI,  9 : 

'"Somme  shal  sowe  |)e  sakke,'quod  Piers,  'for  ahedyngof  )>e  wheta';'' 
and  Sir  TKopa*,  I.  160 : 

"  Aad  over  that  an  habargeoun 
For  percinge  of  his  herte." 

12/444.  By  rteord  of  Seifn  Matthtio.  Matt.  xi.  12:  "  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  by  force." 

12/447.  Crytottom  rtcordeth  A  alto.  It  is  not  to  Chrysostom  but  to  St. 
Jerome  that  this  saying  should  he  ascribed,  as  has  been  pointed  out  to  mo 
by  Dom  John  Chapman,  O.S.B. 

The  pasaage  comes  from  St  Jerome,  Cortim.  in  Matt.  ii.  11,  on  Matt.  xi. 
12:  "Qrandia  enim  est  violentia,  in  terra  nog  esse  generates  et  coelorum 
aedem  qnaerere,  poaaidere  per  virlutem  quod  non  tenuimus  per  naturam."

The  quotation  in  the  margin,  however,  ia  not  from  St  Jerome  direct, 
but  from  the  GloBsaOrdinaria  of  Walafrid  Strabo. 

lS/535.  Grele  noumhre  of  ik^t  loiccinnf.  Jaeobint  was  a  name  applied 
to  the  Dominican  monka  of  France  from  the  fact  that  their  chief  Patig 
monastery  waa  that  of  St.  Jaquea  (Jacobus) 

The  name  of  canons  was  applied  to  ecclesiafitical  officers  attached  to 
cathedrals  or  cliurchea.  They  were  divided  into  two  orders,  canons 
regular  and  canons  secnlar.  The  latter  lived  in  the  world ;  the  fonoer  in 
communities  and  under  some  rule,  though  their  discipline  waa  uandly  lees 
severe  than  that  of  regular  monks.  The  rule  of  SL  Augustine  waa  tliat 
usually  observed  by  the  canons.  The  Augustinians  included,  besides,  the 
canone,  those  other  monastic  fraternities  which  followed  the  rule  deduced 
from  the  writinge  of  St.  Augustine.  The  chief  of  these  were  the  Begging 
Hermits  or  Austin  Friars,  and  the  Dominicans. 

The  Mendicant  orders  were  those  communitiea  which,  having  taken 
vowB  of  poverty,  supported  themselves  by  begging.  They  iocladed  the 
Dominicans,  Franciscans,  the  Austin  Friars  and  the  Cunneiitea. 

I6/574.  12  greSt  o/humytytt.  The  reference  is  to  the  twelve  monas- 
teries founded  by  St  Benedict  {Qreg.  Dial.  IL  3).  The  number  of  monks 
in  each  of  these  was  restricted  to  twelve. 

24/912.  And  yet  sontme  ha  enlryct  tn.  In  the  Cambridge  prose  this 
passage  is  more  precise:  "Heere  is  the  firate  passage  of  alle  goode 
pilgrimagea  ther  is  noon  oother  wey  bi  noon  oother  place,  saue  onliche  bi 
cherubyn ;  Therforth  hauen  somme  passed,  and  in  here  owen  blood  Han 
wasahen  hem." 

37/1387.  A  mgnt  of  Tao  vrych  fh«r  ttood.  The  implement  of  cruci- 
fixion used  by  the  Romans  varied  in  focm.  Malefactors  were  sometioies 
impaled  upon  or  nailed  to  an  upright  stake.  At  other  times  a  cross-piece 
for  the  arms  was  affiled  to  the  upright,  sometimes  obliquely,  in  which 
case  the  cross  woe  called  entx  lUiMtMia,  sometimes  at  right  angles  below 
the  top,  when  it  was  called  crux  immitta,  and  sometimes  at  right  angles 
across  the  top,  when  it  was  called  cni^e  eontmi$ia.  It  ia  of  course  the  latter 
to  which  the  name  of  Tau,  the  Greek  T,  was  given,  and  though  never  so 
common  as  the  crux  immiua  tbe  Tau  form  of  cross  is  not  infrequently 
found  in  niedinval  art 

37/1402.  The  prophete  uAt/itnn  tcrot.  /  Etechyd.  "  And  He  called  to 
tbe  man  clothed  with  linen,  which  had  the  writer's  inkhom  by  Ilia  tide; 
and  tbe  Lord  said  unto  him,  Oo  through  tbe  midst  of  the  city,  through  the 
midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  set  a  mark  upon  the  foreheads  of  the  men  that 
sigh  and  that  cry  for  all  tbe  abominations  that  be  done  in  the  midst 
thereof"— Ezekie I  ix.  3,  4. 

See  Bishop  Andrewes'  Strmone  (Luke  zviL  32\  "  This  reward  (Eiek.

45/1683.  In  EUnehit  thow  moytt  rede  Elenchns  was  the  name  of  a 
treatise  by  Aristotle  concerning  sophistry  and  fallacious  argumentB. 

49/1839-40.  Seyn  Thomas  Thai  kept  Ote  entn  A  tU  paa».  Tbe  refer- 
ence is  to  Thomas  it  Becket  and  his  sturdy  munteoance  of  the  rights, 
privileges  and  prosperty  of  the  Church  against  King  Henry  IL  and  his 
officers. 

49/1853.  Seynt  Amkroee  in  the  lami!  ease.  St  Ambrose  waa  bishop  of 
Milan  in  the  fourth  century,  and  was  specially  remarkable  for  the  eneigy 
and  firmness  with  which  he  defended  the  faith,  discipline  and  integrity  of 
the  Christian  Church.  The  incident  referred  to  in  the  text  is  as  follows: 
The  Arians,  headed  by  the  Emperor  Vsleatiiiiaii  IL  and  his  mother,

demanded  the  nse  of  two  churches  in  tlie  city  for  their  own  worship. 
Ambroae  refused, — the  Arians  tried  to  Heize  the  churches  by  force,  and 
when  Ambrose  was  requested  to  restore  peace  by  submiBsion  to  the 
emperor's  will,  he  replied  :  "  If  you  demand  my  patrimony,  which  ia 
devoted  to  the  poor,  take  it;  if  you  demand  my  person  I  am  ready  to 
submit;  carry  me  to  prison  or  to  death,  I  will  not  resist ;  but  I  will  never 
betray  tlie  Church  of  Christ,  I  will  not  call  upon  the  people  to  succour 
me ;   I  will  die  at  the  foot  of  the  altar  sooner  than  desert  it," 

55/2079.  Ventu  tiienys  doth  mt  chast.  See  the  pseudo-Chaucer 
Romaiura  of  Qtt  Boh,  1.  6135 : 

"Thus  taught  and  preched  hath  Resoun, 
But  Love  apilte  hir  sermouo, 
That  was  so  imped  in  my  thought 
That  hir  doctrine  I  sette  at  nought." 
G5/2449.    For   th\/i  ioord   OIot/m.      Aldis    Wright   gives    this   note : 
"  Isidore  of  Seville,  in  the  18th  book  of  his  Oritjints,  chap,  vi,  la^a  of  the

66/Z4S8.  Tim*  lanueaee  recordeth  no.  The  reference  is  to  the  OathoHton 
MU  imivtTiaU  vocalnila^VTn  ae  tumma  grammatica  of  F.  Johaunia  Qenu- 
onsis.     The  quotation  iu  the  margin  of  the  text  is  from  this  vocabulary. 

92/3449,  /  make  alday  th\;nglls  newe.  The  worst  poets  of  this  period 
became  poetical  in  apeakiug  of  Spring,  and  Lydgate  ia  no  exception  to  the 
rule,  for  though  he  only  uses  the  common  images  which  formed  the  stock 
in  trade  of  all  his  contemporaries,  yet  his  delight  in  the  subject  is  so 
evident  that  we  cannot  help  being  carried  away  by  it.  With  thte  paasage 
however  we  may  compare  the  description  of  Spring  in  Rtton  aiui 
SetitJiaUyte,  which  shows  us  that,  true  as  Lydgata's  enjoyment  of  the 
Beoson  was,  he  did  not  know  more  than  one  way  of  eipreasing  it : 
"This  is  the  lusty  seson  newe, 

Which  every  thing  caueeth  renewe, 

And  reiovaeth  in  his  kynde. 

Commonly,  as  men  may  fynde. 

In  these  herbes  white  and  rede. 

Which  springen  in  the  grane  mede, 

Norysshed  with  the  aonne  shene, 

80  Uiat  all  the  BOyl  is  grene, 

Al  ouersprad  with  son  dry  floures, 

With  hawme  dewed,  and  soote  shoures,  .  .  . 

And  euery  bough,  brauucb,  and  tre

95/3589.  Off  on  cailyd  Arcfntedifn.  The  name  should  be  Architriclio, 
"the  master  of  the  feast,"  and  is  written  so  in  Cbmfr,  From  Gk.  ipx', 
chief,  and  t^u^Iwi,  a  couch  for  reclining  on  at  supper,  and  hence  a 
dinine-room.  The  Greek  word  was  preserved  in  the  Latin  translation  of 
St.  Jdin,  and  was  taken  to  be  a  proper  name. 

98/3696.  Boimdyi  and  botayUe.  BotayUe  seems  to  be  a  variant  of 
buttal  =  a  bound  or  boundary.    Other  forms  are  battel,  buttelle,  battle, 
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670  Notes.    Fages  101-125,  lines  3795-4773. 

butle.  1577  Ted,  12  Pfttrisrcha  {1604)  85.  "  I  hft»»  not .  . .  removed  Uio 
bouods  aiid  butiles  of  lacds." — (N.  E.  D.)  Cf.  the  modeni  (Avt,  uaed  io 
describing  boundaries  in  s  legftl  iiODTeyance. 

101/379;.  The  mei>t/n^  of  the  htvem  And  Ou  planetys  aUi  tenene. 
According  to  the  Ptolomaic  Bystam  of  Astronomy  the  earth  w«8  eocircled 
by  aeven  spheres  named  after  the  principal  planet  of  each,  the  Moon, 
Mercury,  Venua,  the  Sun,  Mars,  Jupiter,  and  Sllum.  Beyond  these  was 
the  spliere  ofthe  Fixed  Stars,  which  was  supposed  to  make  one  reTolotioD 
in  twenty-four  hours.  To  account  for  vsriooB  irregularities  in  th« 
heuvenly  motions  two  extra  spheres  were  added  in  the  Middle  Age* — vis. 
the  Crystalline  and  the  Primum  mobile  or  "first  moyed,"  which  wh 
supposed  to  oommnnicate  ita  moTetneDt  to  all  the  mferior  spheres. 

IOI/3S23.  The  paynitn  AryttoMei.  See  Aristotle,  De  generxiMotu  oiu- 
malium,  II.  3.  4  ;  where  we  are  told  that  the  sun's  heat,  and  tliat  secreted 
in  the  bodies  of  animals,  are  of  the  same  oature,  and  form  the  essential 
life- principle. 

101/3836.  Scyet  dyrke  it  dorme.    Gt.  Life  of  our  Lady  : 
"  I  fynde  also  that  the  sfcyes  donne 
Whiche  of  costome  curteyne  so  the  nyght, 
The  same  tyme  with  a  sodayn  li^ht 
Encbaced  were  that  it  weiid  al  light." 
Cf.  also  Temple  ofQUu,  2/30-31 : 

"  Til  at(te)  last  certein  skyes  doune 
With  wind  Ichaced,  haue  her  coars  Iwent." 
IO6/4011.   To  tfcouren  chMem  and  ehariyie.    The  ordinary  meaning 
of  teoMr  is  to  cleanse,  from  Lat.  <xedrdre,  to  take  great  care  of  (Skeot's 
CoTtdft  Diet.).    But  in  this  passage  it  OTidently  stands  for  leourgt,  and  ia 
from  Lat,  txcoridre,  to  Bay  off. 

llS/4354.  Dyvert  galyi  mo  than  on.  See  Nehemiah  iii.  14  and  26 
where  the  dung-gate  and  the  water-gate  are  mentioned.  Psal.  criL  16: 
"He  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass."  Math.  ivi.  18:  "The  gates  of  hell 
shall  not  prevail  against  it."  Oen.  xrviii.  17;  "This  is  the  gate  of 
heaven."     Acts  lii.  10 :  "  They  came  to  Uie  iron  gate  which  opened." 

11S/44S7-  A  chad  att  hundryd  wuider  old.  The  qnotation  is  incorrect 
The  passage  from  Isaiah  runs  as  follows : 

"There  shall  be  no  more  tbeuce  an  infant  of  days,  nor  an  old  man  that 
nath  not  filled  his  days :  for  the  child  shall  die  an  hundred  years  old ;  but 
the  sinner  being  an  hundred  years  old  shall  be  accursed." — Isaiah  liv.  20. 
121/46(3.  Maunde,  in  this  sentenoe,  stands  for  the  supper  at  which 
Christ  gave  to  His  disciples  the  "new  coromandment"  "to  love  one 
another?'  The  word  maiauk  is  the  M.E.  form  of  Lat  mandatitm, 
meaning  a  command  o>  charge.     (See  Skeat's  Ooncue  Dictionajy.) 

123/467$.  Seyn  Martgn.  Saint  Martin,  while  yet  a  catechumen,  was 
one  day  riding  when  he  met  a  half  naked,  shivering  beggar.  Touched 
with  compassion  he  cat  his  cloak  in  two  with  hia  sword  and  gave  half  to 
the  beggar.  The  same  night  he  had  a  dream  in  which  Christ  appeared  to 
bim  wearing  the  cloak  and  saying  to  the  angels ;  "My  servant  Martin, 
though  yet  unbaptized,  bath  done  this.." 

126/4773.  The  Teitavumt  of  Oryst  Ihes\u.  We  may  compare  thU 
Testament  with  that  of  Fieri  the  Plvurman  in  Langland's  vision  (Passu* 
VI,  I.  88  et  ttq.),  which  begins: 

"He  slial  haue  my  soule  t>at  best  hath  ysemed  it, 
And  fro  fende  it  defende  for  SO  I  bileue." 
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Dr.  Skeat  tells  us  Uiit,  according  to  Whitaker,  tlie  coinmitui  of  tlie 
noul  to  Qod  alone,  aod  not  also  to  tne  Virgin  and  ssints,  was  held  to  bs 
iiereticol  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

129.  P.  A.  X.  "Ooe  clause  of  this  will  or  testament  bequeathes  to 
mankind  Pan  Triples — '  triple  tr'inquillitj.'  The  three  things  signified  by 
the  three  initial  letters,  at  the  three  corners  of  a  right-angled  triangle, 
formed  by  the  stem  and  one  limb  of  a  Latin  cross  are — X,  the  initial  of 
Xfurrit,  '  Christ ' ;  A,  of  Aaima,  '  the  soul ' ;  P,  of  ProximitM,  our  '  neigh- 
bour.' When  these  three  are  properly  disposed  townrda  each  otlier, 
there  is  a  firmly-established  peace  of  mind ;  since  tliey  indicate  the  whole 
duty  of  mao's  life,  via.  his  love  to  God  and  bis  neighbour."'— N.  Hill  in 
(A«  AncU-nt  Poem  of  OuiUaume  dt  ChtilwUle. 

130/4962.  Synderesia.  This  word  appears  to  be  mode  up  of  Gk.  irvy, 
meaning  with  or  together,  and  Siaiptirit  =  division  or  separation,  and  if 
so  ivould  probably  stand  for  that  faculty  of  man  which  discriminates. 
In  the  PyloTemage  of  the  Sowle  Sinderesis  is  called  the  Wonn  of  Con- 
science, and  is  represented  in  the  woodcut,  in  Vernrd's  edition  as  a  woman 
with  a  serpent's  bead.  Sathanas  colls  it  "  thou  foute  Synderesys,"  and  it  is 
described  as  "  wonder  hydoiia  to  loko  upon,  and  of  ful  cruel  seinblaunt." 
It  says  of  itself,  "  In  al  places  I  am  byleued  of  troutbe.  1  knowo  wel 
apertiy  all  thy  thoughtys,  thy  dedes  and  thy  wordes." 

I46/S569.  The  proper  meaning  of  liirTMyi  is  given  by  Roquefort  as 
pont-lema,  or  drawbridge. 

I6I/6148.  With  yov>  to  htAten  chaumfortye.  OhaurrMartye  comes 
from  French  <Aamp  parti,  and  means  equality  or  division  of  power.  See 
Chaucer,  Knight'*  T<Ue,  1091 : 

"  Na  may  with  Venus  bolde  champartye." 
"  Lydgate  seems  to  have  known  the  word  only  from  this  phrase  of 
Chaucer's,  which  he  misunderstood  and  took  as  meaning,  'to  bold  rivalry 
or  contest,  to  hold  the  field  against,  to  resist.'" 

In  English  Law  champerty, — cainpt'-fKirtttt,— is  a  bargain  with  a 
plaintifE  or  defendant  cainpum  partire, — to  divide  the  land  or  other  matter 
sued  for  if  be  prevail  at  law  -  the  cb)unpertor  being  bound  to  carry  on  the 
party's  suit  at  his  own  expense.  (See  Bladutone,  BIi.  4,  chap.  10,  p.  134. 
Ed.  1825.) 

169/6442.  The  wyttj/s  five.     We  should  sa^  "  the  five  lenset."     WiU 
however  was  commonly  used  with  the  meaning  of  lerua.     Cf.  Every- 
man, in  which  Fine  WiU  refuses  to  accompany  the  hero  to  the  grave. 
In  The  WmU  emd  the  Child,  Dods.  I,  p.  273,  Age  says : 
"  Of  the  five  wits  I  wonld  have  knowing. 
Prea.      Forsooth,  sir,  hearing,  seeing,  and  smelling, 
The  remenant  t&sting  and  feeling : 
These  being  the  five  wits  bodily." 
We    may   compare   with    these   five    gates    the    five   described    in 
Banyan's  floiy  War : 

"The  famous  town  of  Mansoul  bad  five  gates,  in  at  which  to  come, 
oat  at  which  to  go,  and  these  were  made  likewise  answerable  to  the 
walls,— to  wit,  impregnable,  and  such  as  could  never  be  opened  nor 
forced  but  by  the  will  and  leave  of  those  vrithin.  The  names  of  the 
gates  were  these :  Ear-gate,  Eye-gate,  Mooth-gate,  Nose-gate,  and  Foal- 
gate." 

We  still  use  the  word  wit,  in  the  sense  of  the  text,  in  such  an  expres- 
sion as  "He  has  lost  his  wits." 
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I74/6640L  How  he  to  helli  yt  descended.  The  belief  in  the  descent  of 
Christ  into  hell  during  the  period  between  Hie  death  and  reeurrection  wu 
founded  upon  1  St.  Peter  iii.  19,  "  He  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirit) 
JD  prison,    and  upon  the  apocryphal  gospel  of  St.  Nicodemus. 

It  WW  a  popular  Bubjeot  in  medimvat  art  aod  poetry.    One  of  the 
finest  of  Fra  Angelico's  frescoea  in  Sao  Marco  deals  with  this  tradition, 
and  Daote  refers  to  it  io  the  fourth  canto  of  the  Ii\femo,  11.  52  £  : 
"lo  era  nuovo  in  questo  state, 
Quando  ci  vidi  venire  un  Poesente, 
Con  segno  di  vittoria  incoronato. 
Trasseci  I'ombra  del  primo  Parente 
D'Ahel  suo  ii^lio,  e  quella  di  No&  .  .  . 
Bd  altri  motti ;  e  fecegli  beati." 
It  was  one  of  the  stock  inotdents  in  miracle  ploys,  and  forms  tlie 
subject  of  the  earliest  extant  English  Miracle,  The  Earrowmg  of  HJt. 
This  play  besine  with  a  conversation  between  Dominia  and  jSi^an,  of 
which  the  fotlowjag  lioes  form  a  part;

Adam,  thou  b  a  vest  aboht  sore

Domimu,  "  Wost  thou  never,  what  ich  am  ? 
Almost  the  thridde  winter  ie  gan. 
That  thou  havest  fonded  me

Sinne  fonnd  thou  never  naa 
In  me,  as  in  other  man  ; 
And  thou  shalt  wite  well  to-daj 
That  mine  will  I  have  awei, 
Whan  thou  bileveat  al  thin  one. 
Than  miht  thou  grete  &  gtone.

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In  the  R.dtlaR.  the  carbuncle  worn  by  Ricliease  is  described  in  Uie 
following  terms :

The   armour   of    a 
raediieral  knight  was   both  complicated  and   ciiitibrous,  and  oftsn  coD- 
etsted  of  many  more  articles  than  those  mentioned  in  the  text 

Beneath  the  armour  was  worn  the  pomfiwon,  a  tlirckly  padded  tunic, 
intended  to  keep  the  mail  from  bruising  the  body.  It  was  usually 
quilted,  and  hence  was  often  called  the  p^irpoini. 

The  habergeim  or  bymie  was,  as  the  niine  implies,  a  protection  for 
the  nack  and  breast.  In  this  case  it  was  probably  made  of  chain-mail 
(I,  7576),  but  sometimes  it  consisted  of  leather  or  eoiue  strong  material 
bewn  with  over-lapping  rings.  In  Sir  OtMoayne  tt  tfce  6i-ene  Kniit  we 
are  told  that 

"  pe  brawden  bryne  of  bryjt  stel  ryngej, 
Vrabe-waoed  fatwy^,  upon  wlonk  atutfe." 
The  Admei  given  to  the  Pilgrim  was  needful 
"  For  to  make  rfeistence 
At  Nase,  at  Ere,  &  at  the  Syht." 
Helmets  of  many  shapes  existed  at  this  period.    Some  of  these  were 
hoods  of  chain-mail,  with  loose  flaps,  which  could,  when  required,  be 
fastened  across  the  lower  part  of  the  face.     These,  however,  left  thn  eyes 
and  nose  exposed,  so  the  Pilgrim's  helmet  was  possibly  one  of  the  steel 
barrel-shaped  ones  which  covered  the  whole  head,  or,  more  probably,  a 
steel  casque  with  movable  vizor.     (Cf.  11.  7642-48.) 

The  gorger  or  armour  for  the  throat  is  said  in  1.  7628  to  be  made 
of  plate.     In  I.  7700,  however,  ne  read  : 

"  Thys  Armure  haUi  a  double  maylle." 
The  gorger  of  mail  was  more  properly  called  a  camaO,  and  usually 
consisted  of  a  shaped  curtain  of  mail,  which  was  attached  to  the  helmet 
and  fell  down  over  the  neck  and  upper  part  of  the  body. 

The  glava  (11.  7628  f.)  of  this  penod  were  usually  made  of  steel  plates, 
rather  than  of  the  ring-mail  or  studded  leather  common  at  an  earlier 
date.  They  often  consisted  merely  of  gauntlets,  articulated  at  the  wrist, 
with  steel  plates  attached,  which  covered  the  backs  of  the  hands  hut  left 
the  palms  free.  In  some  engravings,  however,  we  see  gloves  with 
elaborate  articulated  steel  fingers. 

The  girdle,  worn  round  the  hips,  was  usually  much  ornamented 
and  &atened  in  front  with  a  buckle  of  varying  form.  It  sapported  the 
tiDord  which  was  generally  cross-hilted,  and  was  enclosed  in  a  scabbard 
of  leather,  often  studded  with  metal.  In  the  text  we  are  told  that  the 
Pilgrim's  scabbard  j 

"Tb  makyd  off  A  skyn  mortal,"    (I.  7940) 
The  shield  generally  used  at  this  time  was  abort,  aud  often  triangular 
in  shape.    The  Pilgrim  wore  no  armour  on  bis  legs.    These  would 
ordinanly  have  been  covered  with  greaves  for  the  legs  and  cuisses  for 
the  thighs.    Frequently  only  the  fronts  of  the  legs  were  thus  protected.

The  feata  of  Ogier  the  Dane  are 
told  in  many  metrical  romances,  the  longest  of  which  is  called  La 
Bnfaneet  iTOper  U  Datiois,  hj  Adeiiez,  herald  to  Henry  111.,  Dnke  of 
Brabant.  Ogier  seems  to  have  been  a  teal  man,  )ivin|;  in  the  time  of 
Charlemagne.  He  vraa  supposed  to  be  the  son  of  a  king  of  Denmark, 
bat  falling  into  the  power  of  Charlemagne  as  a  hostage,  he  became  one 
of  his  knights  and  went  through  many  adventures. 

Hia  swords  were  called  (Turtana  and  Sauvagine.  The;  took  the 
smith  Munifican  three  years  each  to  make. 

The  Bword  of  Boland  was  a  famous  weapon  called  Durnulat,  with 
which  he  is  said  to  have  cloven  a  rock  in  the  valley  of  Roncesvallee  and 
to  have  made  a  Sssure  300  feet  deep.  According  to  one  legend  he  threw 
it.  before  his  death,  into  a  poisoned  stream,  where  it  still  remainsL 
Oliver's  sword  was  called  BanttedairK  or  Oloriout,  With  it  ha  hacked 
to  pieces  nine  swords  made  by  the  smitha  Munifican,  Ansiaa  and  Qalas, 
eocn  of  which  had  taken  three  years  in  the  making. 

The  sscetioisin  of  St  Benedict 
of  Nnrsia  is  well  known.  There  is  a  etorj  that  while  yet  a  boy  be

The  next  game  (II.  11182-3)  BeemB  to  be  hockey,  but  the  nature  of 
the  JcampyTig-crotA  mentiooed  in  the  following  line  is  not  quite  clear. 
Taken  by  itself  one  would  think  it  meant  hockey-stick,  but  in  1.  11183 
"a  staff  load  lyk  an  hook,"  which  muat  aurely  be  a  hockey-stick,  has 
already  been  mentioned. 

The  gams  of  cemp-ball  was  a  game  much  like  foot-ball,  Ihongh  the 
ball  was  thrown,  not  kicked,  but  no  staff  or  crook  seems  t^  have  been 
used  in  it.  The  vb.  camp  also  means  to  contend  in  athletic  cont«ats.  The 
N.E.D.eiveB  the  following  example:  1774-6,  J.  Bryant,  Mylhol :  "In 
our  island  the  exhibition  of  those  nianly  sports  in  vogue  among  coontiy 
people  is  called  cauipiog:  and  the  enclosures  for  that  purpose,  where 
they  wrestle  and  contend,  are  called  camping  closes."  Kampyag  enok 
might  therefore  stand  for  some  kind  of  a  etaS  used  in  athletic  contests. 
One  of  the  definitions  of  orook  in  the  N.  S.  D.  ia  "  a  barbed  spear,"  bat  it 
can  hardly  have  that  meauing  in  this  place,  as  the  crook  mentioned  does 
not  seem  to  he  a  warlike  weapon. 

Dr.  Skeat  suggest  that  beisellyi  may  stand  for  baiiidfft)  from  Ft.  baiatr, 
to  lower,  and  refers  to  the  term  "  knock-em-down  "  as  applied  to  a  skittle. 
Shstyn  at  beudlyi  may  thus  mean  to  play  or  shoot  at  skittles.  1  liave, 
however,  since  seen  in  HalUwell  and  the  N.  S.  D.  beral,  meaning  a  mark 
to  shoot  at,  an  archer's  butt.  In  the  Prompt.  Parv.,  pp.  32,  66,  this  word 
appears  under  five  different  forms,  bercel,  berseel,  bertel,  byrselle,  beraell. 
Cf.  PAg.  I.  15305,  where  Ljdgate  writes  mots^a  for  De  QuileviUe'a 
morcea'uix. 

Mtrelle*  was  another  name  for  nine  men's  morrice.  This  game  is 
played  with  nine  pieces  s  side,  on  a  board  marked  with  points  and  inter- 
sectiog  lines.  The  aim  of  each  player  is  to  place  three  o£  hia  men  in  a 
row,  which  gives  Iitm  the  right  of  removing  one  of  bis  opponent's  pieces. 
The  game  is  won  by  the  player  who  succeeds  in  reducing  bis  opponent's 

Saiard  and  pauage  were  both  games  of  dice.  In  hazard  the  ohancea 
wore  complicated  by  many  arbitrary  rules.  "There  were  two  kinds: 
French  htaard,  in  which  the  players  staked  against  the  bank,  and  Gngtiali, 
or  chicken  haaard,  in  which  they  staked  agamst  each  other." 

"  Passage  is  a  game  at  dice,  to  be  played  at  hut  by  two,  and  it  is  per- 
formed with  three  dice.  The  coster  throws  continually  till  he  hath  thrown 
dubblets  under  t«n,  and  then  he  is  out  and  loaeth,  or  dubblets  above  ten, 
and  then  hepoueCh  and  wins." — Gojnpltat  Oametter,  1680,  p.  119. 

The  game  of  tabla  is  the  same  as  backgammon. 

Ktytet  was  the  original  form  of  the  modern  game  of  ninepins.  It  was 
played  in  various  ways  and  with  an  uncertain  number  of  pins,  which, 
according  to  ancient  engravings,  were  placed  in  a  single  row  and  knocked 
down  by  throwing  a  club  at  t£em. 

Qaek  or  quielcboard  was,  witli  many  other  games,  forbidden  in  the  rugn 
of  Edward  IV.  The  N.E.I),  says  it  was 'A  chequer  or  chess-board,  some 
game  played  on  this,'  and  cites  from  Riley,  Lond.  ilfem,  395,  with  the 
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date  1376:  "A  pair  of  tables,  on  the  outside  of  whicb  was  painted  a 
chequer-bowd  that  is  called  a  'quek.'" 

The  passage  describing  Youth  and  her  games  rans  as  follows  in  tlie 
first  French  versioD,  and  is  almost  word  for  word  the  same  in  tlie  second :

Which  went  in  a  long  gown  of  raye." 

It  waa  commonly  worn  by  the  legal  profeaaioo,  but  was  not  confined 
to  tliem.  A  Royal  MS.  15.  £.  4,  has  drawinga  of  a  country  woman  and  a 
haabandman  weariDg  clothes  with  stripes  runDing  round  the  body. 

In  a  political  aong  of  the  time  of  Ed.  II.  a  cnange  of  fashion  in  the 
direction  of  the  stripes  is  mentioned : 

"  A  newe  taille  of  aquierie  is  nu  in  ever!  town ; 
The  raye  ia  turned  overthuert  that  sholde  atonde  adoun ;

A  virelay  ia  an  ancient  French  poem,  composed  of  abort  lines  on  two 
rimes.  The  essential  point  of  a  virday  is  the  repetition  of  the  same  rimes 
in  different  order.

In  any  case, 
the  word  probably  represents  some  call  or  exclamation  connected  with 
the  game.

He  was  opposed  by  Jonathan  Maccahnus,  and  fearing  bim, 
he  met  him  deceitfully  with  fC'ns  and  good  words  and  enticed  him  to 
enter  the  town  of  Ptolomais,  where  he  slew  his  men  and  kept  Jonatliao  a 
prisoner.     Then  Simon  Maccabsns  rose  up  to  deliver  his  brother,  and 
TrypUon  treated  with  him,  promising  to  release  Jonatban  if  money  and 
hoatages  ware'  given.    These  were  sent  by  Simon,  but  still  Tryphon  did 
not  let  Jonathan  go,  and  presently  slew  him. 

After  tliis  he  killed  Antiochus  and  made  himself  king  in  his  stead,  a>-d 
"brought  a  great  calamity  upon  the  land." 

410/15326.  St.  NichoUu.  The  story  here  referred  to  is  that  of  one  of 
the  most  startling  miraclre  of  St.  Nicholas  of  Myra. 

A  certain  Innkeeper  was  accustomed,  in  a  tima  of  scarcity,  to  steal 
children,  and  serve  up  their  flesh  to  his  guests.  On  one  occasion  St 
Nicholas  came  to  his  inn,  and  thehoat  placed  before  him  part  of  the  bodies 
of  three  boys,  whom  he  had  kidnaoped,  murdered  and  salted  in  a  Inb. 
Nicholas,  however,  at  once  perceivea  the  nature  of  the  food  placed  before 
him,  and  going  to  the  tub  he  mads  over  it  the  sign  of  the  cross,  where- 
upon the  three  children  rose  up  whole  and  sound. 
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Tlie  life  and  miracles  of  St.  Nicholas  are  recounted  at  leDgrtb  io  Mrs. 
Jameson's  Sacred  and  Ltgendary  Art. 

413/1^338.  Tryaeie.  This  word,  which  has  been  fullj  explained  by 
Morley  in  his  Lib.  0/  Eiig.  Lit,  p.  21,  comes  from  theriaea,  the  name  of  a 
medicine,  supposed  to  be  capable  of  preventing  or  curing  the  effects  of 
poison,  compounded  by  Andromachus,  physician  to  Nero.  Modem  treacle 
is  a  corruption  of  it.  The  word  is  frequently  found  in  writers  of  this 
period.

Colys  ^Fr.  coleis)  was  also  a  kind  of  broth.  Mrs.  Glass  (1767)  uses 
this  word  in  the  form  caUii,  as  do  modem  cookery- hooka. 

These  lines,  as  well  as 
II.  21218-21222  on  p.  566,  beer  a  striking  correspondence  to  the  words  of 
Marlowe  and  Milton  on  the  same  subject,  and  show  that  the  materiulistic 
view  of  the  future  life  was  not  the  only  one  prevalent  in  the  Middle  Ages. 
Milton's  words— put  into  the  mouth  of  Satsn^are  well  known :

Amongst  other  stories  there  is  one  that,  finding  the  devil  ia  a  bottle,  he 
nodertook  to  release  him  after  learning  all  hia  arts,  and  that  he  first 
employed  hia  magical  power  in  the  creation  of  a  perfect  woman.  Soma 
critics  consider  these  tales  to  be  of  popular  and  Neapolitan,  otbeis  of 
literary  origin. 

For  Albalart  we  should  read  Abdard,  the  nsme  being  printed  Abe- 
leard  in  Verard'a  edition.  But  for  this,  I  should  have  taken  the  refereucs 
to  be  to  Albertus  Magnus,  since  the  rationalistic  views  of  Abelard  seem 
very  far  opposed  to  any  spiritualistic  and  magical  practices.  His  uoortfao- 
doxy  and  scepticism,  however,  being  misunderstood,  probably  gave  rise 
to  tales  of  his  propensity  for  necromancy. 

Cyprian  was  a  magician  of  Antioch,  a  learned  man,  deeply  versed  in 
astrology  and  necromsDcy,  and  of  great  power  to  raise  demons.  To  this 
man  there  resorted  a  certain  youth,  who  desired  to  win  the  love  of  1 
Christian  girl  called  Justina,  who,  however,  had  devoted  herself  to 
chastity  and  the  service  of  Qod.  Cyprian  undertook  to  help  tlie  youtb, 
but  on  seeing  Justina  he  fell  so  deeply  in  love  with  her  that  he  deter- 
mined to  win  her  for  himself,  and  employed  all  bis  arts  to  that  end. 
Justina,  however,  resisted  him,  and  by  her  purity  and  steadfastness  so 
worked  upon  the  mind  of  Cyprian  (who  found  that  not  even  his  familiar 
demon  bad  power  over  her^  that  he  himself  became  a  Christian,  sod 
finally  suffered  martyrdom  with  her  in  tbe  Diocletian  persecution.

He  wrote  a  book  against  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and  is  said 
to  nave  indulged  in  divinations  and  secret  arts,  whence  he  came  to  be 
regarded  as  a  powerful  necromancer,  who  had  sold  himself  to  the  devil.

The  order  of  Clvgni  was  the  flrat  branch  of  the  Benedictine  order.  It 
waa  founded  in  910,  by  Abbot  Bemon  at  CIngni,  on  tbe  Qaronne.

The  Carthusians  were  founded  in  1080  by  a  certain  Bmno,  professor  of 
Philosophy  at  Paris.

Strict  secluaion  and  almost  perpetual  silence  were  distinguiah- 
ing  points  in  tbe  diacipline  of  tbe  order.

Preaching  Frian  was  another  name  for  the  Domioicans,  who  bad 
received  special  authority  from  the  pope  to  preach.

The  slave,  amazed  and  dazzled,  could  not  understand  the  reason  of 
bis  good  fortune,  but  on  inquiring  of  those  around  him  he  was  told  that 
the  island  was  inhabited  by  spirits  who  bad  prayed  to  God  that  He 
would  send  them  yearly  a  man  to  rule  over  them.  This  prayer  had  been 
granted,  but  each  king  was  permitted  to  reign  for  one  year  only,  and  at 
the  end  of  that  time  was  stripped  of  all  and  conveyed  to  a  desolate  unin- 
habited island.  Former  kings  had  been  content  to  enjoy  their  year  of 
power  without  considering  the  future,  but  he,  if  he  were  wihb,  would  send 
workmen  to  the  island,  to  till  the  ground  and  erect  houses,  in  order  that 
when  the  time  came  for  his  removal  thither  he  might  find  a  fertile  and 
inhabited  place  ready  to  receive  him. 

The  slave,  wiser  than  his  predeceBSors,  followed  this  advice,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  his  year  of  power,  entered  upon  a  new  kingdom,  in 
which  he  might  henceforth  dwell  in  security  and  enjoyment 

The  story  was  known  to  De  Quileville  in  the  romance  of  Saaiaam  and 
Joiaphat,  which  was  one  of  the  richest  storehouses  of  legend  of  the 
Middle  Ages.  It  ie  told  in  a  Qreek  book,  long  ascribed  to  John  of 
Damascus.  M.  H.  Zotenberg,  however,  holds  the  opinion,  in  which 
Gaston  Paris  concurs,  that  it  was  composed  a  hundred  years  earlier,  in 
the  first  half  of  the  seventh  century,  by  a  monk  of  the  convent  of  St.  Saba. 
The  story  of  Barioam  and  JotapKat  ie  supposed  to  be  a  Christianized 
version  of  the  life  of  Buddha.  Bartaain  was  a  Christian  hermit,  who,  in 
the  third  or  fourth  century,  converted  an  Indian  prince  called  Josaphat, 
and  as  a  ineans  to  his  end  made  use  of  n  large  number  of  ancient  folk- 
tales and  fables,  which  he  interpreted  spiritually. 

The  romance  was  translated  into  nearly  every  European  language 
during  tite  Middle  Ages.  For  a  full  account  of  it  see  Pohaet  et  Ugendxs

the  alms,  and  compassion  of  St.  Lewis,  "  his  mercy  meynt  with  ryghtwes- 
nease"  may  be  illustcated  by  many  incidents  and  habits  of  his  life. 
Amongst  the  religious  or  charitable  monuments  erected  by  him  were  the 
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abbey  of  Roy&umont,  on  the  building  of  which  he  Bometimes  woHced  witb 
his  own  haods,  several  lioapitala,  the  two  monasteries  of  Franciacuu  tnd 
DominicauB  in  Paris,  sod  many  churches  and  chapels. 

He  was  accustomed  to  iodulge  in  many  of  the  practices  of  asceticisni, 
Eucti  as  tlia  wearing  of  hair-cloth,  the  use  of  the  discipline,  and  atiict  con- 
trol of  his  appetites;  but  he  never  allowed  these  pTaotices  to  become 
obtrusive  or  to  interfere  with  the  proper  execution  of  bis  royal  duties. 

Towards  the  poor  be  displayed  always  great  compassion,  "often 
serving  them  at  table,  washing  their  feet,  and  visiting  them  in  tbe 
liospitals"  (Ba&er's  Lives  of  Uu:  Sainit).  "Ha  protected  the  poorfroin 
tlie  oppresaiODS  of  the  great,  and  would  not  suffer  hia  own  brothers  to 

Cass  the  limits  of  law  and  equity."  Bo  led  two  crusades,  both  of  which, 
owever,  proved  disastrous  to  his  armies,  and  died  himself  in  1270,  of  tbe 
pestilence  which  attacked  his  second  expedition  at  Tunis.

Before  his  death  in  1865,  Mr.  G.  K.  Currie  was  preparing  an  edition  of  the  IGth  and  ISth 
century  Prose  Versions  of  Ouillaume  de  Degnilleville  s  filjrimaqt  of  Ote.Life  ^  iftn,  with 
the  French  prose  version  byJeanOallopes,  f^mLordAIdenham's  MS.,  he  having  generously 

Sromiat  to  pay  the  extra  cost  of  priutiDfj  the  French  text,  and  engraviug  one  or  two  of  the 
laminations  in  his  US.  Bnt  Mr.  Come,  when  on  his  deathbed,  charged  a  ftiend  to  bnm 
alihisMSS.  which  lay  in  a  comer  of  his  room,  and  uniockily  all  the  E.  E.  T.  S.'s  copies  of 
the  Deguilleville  prose  versions  were  with  them,  and  were  burnt  with  them,  ao  that  the 
Society  will  be  put  to  the  cost  of  fresh  copies,  Mr.  Currie  having  died  in  debt 

Onillatune  de  Deguilleville,  monk  of  the  Cistercian  abbey  of  Chaalis,  in  the  diocMe  of 
Senlis,  wrote  his  first  verse  PibrinuMs  ds  r.ffi»»ms  in  1330-1  when  he  was  38.'  Twenty-five 
(or  six)  years  after,  in  135S,  he  revised  his  poem,  and  issued  a  second  version  of  it*  a  revision 
of  which  was  printed  ah.  ISOO.  Of  the  prose  reprMentative  of  the  first  version,  1S30-I, 
a  prose  Engliahmg,  about  1430  A.i>.,  was  edited  by  Mr,  AldisWright  forthe  RcabniKhe  (n<ib 
in  1369,  from  MS,  Pf.  S.  SO  in  the  Cambridge  University  Library.  Other  copies  of  £is  prose 
English  are  in  the  Hunterion  Muaeom,  Glasgow,  Q.  2.  2G  ;  Sion  College,  London ;  and  the 
Laud  Collection  in  the  Bodleian,  no.  740,'  A  copy  in  the  Korthem  dialect  is  MS.  Q.  SI,  in 
St.  John's  Coll.,  Cambridge,  and  this  is  the  MS.  which  will  be  edited  for  the  E.  K  Text 
Society.  The  Laud  H3.  740  was  somewhat  condenst  and  modernised,  in  the  17th  cantnrr, 
into  MS.  Ff.  e.  30,  in  the  Cambridge  University  Library:*  "The  Pilgrime  or  the  Pil- 
grimage of  Man  in  this  World,"  copied  by  Will.  Baspoole,  whoae  oopy  "was  verfaatira 
writtenby  Walter  Parker,  1845,  and  &om  thence  transcribed  byG,  G.  164S  ;  and  fe>m  thence 
by  W.  A.  18S5."  This  last  copy  may  have  been  read  by,  or  its  stoiv  reported  to.  Banyan, 
and  may  hare  been  the  groundwork  of  his  PUgrim'a  Progreu.  It  will  be  edited  for  the  E. 
E.  T.  Soc,  its  toxt  runniug  under  the  earlier  English,  as  in  Mr.  Herrtage's  edition  of  the 
Qetta  Bomatumim  for  the  Society.  Jn  Pebraary  1464,*  Jean  Gallopea — a  clerk  of  Angers,

This  prose  englishing  of 
the  SowU  wilt  be  edited  for  the  Society  by  Prof.  Dr.  Leon  Eellner  after  that  of  the  Van  is 
finisbt,  and  will  have  Gallopes's  French  opposite  it,  from  Ixird  Aldenham's  MS.,  as  his  gift 
to  the  Society.     Of  the  Pilgrimage  of  Jesus,  no  englishing  is  known. 

As  to  the  US.  Anglo-Saxon  Psalters,  Dr.  Hy,  Sweet  has  edited  the  oldest  MS.,  the 
Tespaaian,  in  hia  Oldest  English  Tescis  for  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Harsley  has  edited  the 
latest,  c.  IISO,  Eadwine's  Canterhnry  Psalter.  The  other  MSS. ,  except  the  Paris  one,  being 
interlinear  veraioos, — some  of  the  Roman-Latin  redaction,  and  some  of  the  Galilean, — Ytta. 
IiOgsman  has  prepared  for  press,  a  Parallel-Text  edition  of  the  first  twelve  Psalms,  to  start  the 
complete  work.  He  will  do  his  best  to  get  the  Paris  Psalter — tho'  it  is  not  an  interlinear 
one — into  this  collective  edition ;  but  the  additional  matter,  especially  in  the  Verse-Psalma, 
is  very  diScnlt  to  manage.  If  the  Paris  text  cannot  be  parallelised,  it  will  fomi  a  separate 
volume.  The  Early  English  Psalters  are  all  independent  versions,  and  will  follow  separately 
in  due  conne. 

Throngh  the  good  ofiices  of  the  Eiambeis,  some  of  the  books  for  the  Early-English  Ex- 
aminations of  the  Dniversity  of  London  will  be  chosen  from  the  Society's  publications,  the 
CoQunittee  having  undertaken  to  supply  such  books  to  etndenta  at  a  large  rMnction  in  price. 
The  net  profits  from  these  sales  will  be  applied  to  the  Society's  Reprints. 

Members  are  reminded  that^^A  Suijscribtrt  ore  dbuayt  vxaOed,  and  that  the  Committee 
can  at  anytime,  on  ahort  notice,  send  to  press  an  additional  ThDueand  Pcnnds' worth  of  work. 
The  Subscribers  to  the  Original  Series  must  beprepared  for  the  issue  of  the  whole  of  the 
Early  English  lA'iits  of  Saints,  sooner  or  later.  The  Society  cannot  leave  out  any  of  them, 
even  though  some  are  dnlL  The  Sinners  would  dcnhtlets  be  moi^  more  interesting.  But  in 
many  Sainta'  Lives  will  be  found  valuable  incidental  details  of  our  foiefathers'  social  state, 
and  all  an  northfnl  for  the  history  of  our  language.  The  Lives  may  be  lookt  on  as  the 
religious  romances  or  story-books  of  their  period. 

Ths  Standard  Collection  of  Saints'  Lives  in  the  Corpus  and  Aahmole  MSS.,  the  Harleian 
US.  2377,  lie.  will  repeat  the  Land  set,  our  No.  87,  with  additions,  and  in  right  order.  (The 
foundation  US.  (Laud  108)  had  to  be  printed  first,  topreventqnite  unwieldy  collations.)  The 
Sapplementsry  Lives  from  the  Ternou  and  other  MSS.  will  form  one  or  two  separate  volumes. 
Besides  the  Saints'  Lives,  Trevisa's  englishing  of  Barthelomtau  d«  Praprietalibus  JStrum, 
the  mediaval  Cyclopedia  of  Science,  be.,  will  be  the  Society's  next  big  undertaking.  Dr. 
R.  von  Fleischhacker  will  edit  it.  Prof.  Napier  of  Oiford,  wishing  to  have  ths  whole  of 
our  US.  Anglo-Saxon  in  type,  and  accessible  to  stndents,  will  edit  for  the  Society  all  the 
Dnprinted  and  other  Anglo-Saxon  Homilies  which  are  not  incloded  in  Thorpe's  sditioD  of 
Sahe'»  prose,"  Dr.  Uoxna'a  of  the  Bliekling  Homiliei,  and  Prof.  Skeat's  of  £lfric's  Metrical 
Homilies.  The  late  Prof.  Kblhing  left  complete  his  text,  for  the  Society,  of  the  Anertn 
Biwte,  &om  the  best  US.,  with  collations  of  the  other  fonr,  and  Ibis  will  be  edited  for  the 
Sodetr  by  Dr.  Thiimmler.  Mr,  Harvey  means  to  prepare  an  edition  of  the  three  U3S.  of 
the  Sarlieal  Snglish  MelrieaX  Psalter,  one  of  which  was  edited  by  the  late  Mr.  Stevenson 
for  the  Surtess  Society. 

Uembers  of  the  Society  will  leam  with  pleasnre  that  its  example  has  been  followed,  not 
only  by  the  Old  French  Text  Society  which  has  doneauch  admirable  work  under  its  foundera 
PtoU.  Paul  Meyer  and  Gaston  Fans,  but  also  by  the  Early  Bossian  Text  Society,  which  was 
set  on  foot  in  1377,  and  has  since  issned  many  excellsnt  editions  of  old  US.  Chronicles,  Jtc. 

Uembera  will  also  note  with  pleasure  the  anneiation  of  large  tracts  of  our  Early  English 
territory  by  the  important  German  contingent,  the  late  Professors  Znpitxa  and  ESlbing,  the 
1  ISth  cant.,  eoDtalDing  onl;  the  Fit  tanHwH.
